TIENTSL 

A correspondent of the North China Herald writes from this 
port as follows 
We are glad to know tbat one of our old residents has drawn 
attention to a new iron field, some eighty miles from this, and 
that some of the Chinese merchants and others are beginning to 
manifest a good deal of interest in the working of coal and iron 
mines, Perhaps at no distant day we may see our hopes ful- 
filled. The Chinese gentlemen who are desirous of engasing in 
this new branch of industry are also anxious to have railways, 
It is believed by many that H.E. Li is ready to open and work 
the mines with foreign machinery, introduce railroads, and other 
foreign methods for developing the resources of the country, were 
it not for the obstructions placed in his way in Peking. ‘There 
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is the deadlock. It is to be sincerely hoped that the projectors 
of the Woosung Railway have not laboured in vain, but that that 
little road may be continued and extended, after’ passing into 
Chinese hands. Let them be comforted in having Chinese sym- 
pathisers, 

Each returning autumn brings changes to our little commu- 
iw the way of departures, temporary or permanent. Mr, 
who has been agent for Messrs. Jardine, Ma- 
theson, and Co, at this port for the last five years, left on the 
2nét Dee. He goes to England to join his family, which pre- 
ceded him in the spring. Mr. Beveridye gained the confi- 
dence and good-will of passengers and shippers generally by the 
kind and obliging spirit he has shown, Mr, E. Myer, another 
resident of several years’ standing, leaves in a few days for the 
Fatherland. Although he does not propose a return to China, 
we learn that he intends continuing his business relations with 
this port, so that his friends may yet hear from him again, and have 
the opportunity of congratulating him on future success, as they 
now A for past success as a merchant, The Commissioner of 
Customs, Mr. J. Macpherson, has given up the duties of his po- 
sition, preparatory to returning to his native land in a few days. 
Mr. Mouillesaux de Bernieres is now in charge. 

Many persons are still coming to Tientsin from the surround- 
ing country, Four soup kitchens have been opened under official 
supervision, where a small amount of millet gruel is furnished to 
those in need. Gentlemen who have recently been travelling in 
the section of country lying W. and 8.W. of this bring very 
much the same report of poor crops as that published in your 
columns a short time since, In one low-lying tract they found 
that the crops had all been destroyed by water, and they had to 
be ferried a distance of eleven di, or make a long detour. 

The China Merchants’ Company have recently purchased the 
lot formerly owned by Messrs. A. Heard and Co. in the American 
Concession, and lying next to the British Concession ou the 
South, More recently they have bought the property in the 
British Settlement which belonged to the estate of the late John 
Hanna, and recently occupied by Messrs. Hatch and Co. 

‘A considerable export trade is springing up at this port, or in- 
creasing in importance and value over past years. The more 
prominent articles are sheep and camels’ wool, straw braid, 
feathers, bristles, hair, curios of all sorts, including the renowned 
inlaid and enamel work. 

The wind is blowing from the north, cold and threatening. 
Two or three such days will so chill the water in the river as to 
cause it to freeze rapidly when the wind falls and the surface 
VLecomes quiet. It is thought that no more steamers will come 
up the river. We hear there is much floating ice at Taku,

The correspondent of the Vortk China Daily News writes from 
this Port under date 9th December as follows : 

On the 20th of November the Wosgu:to arrived here, and it 
was reported by her officers that the Lapwing could not be got 
off, and that all hopes of getting her off were abandoned. 
Whereupon, Mr. Detring, the Commissioner of Customs, offered 
the services of the Harbour Master, Mr. W. C. Howard, who had 
suggested to him a feasible plan for floating her. These services 
were accepted, and Mr. Howard was invited to proceed to the 
wreck. He arrived there on the 21st of November, and after 
examining the Lapwing sugested his plan to the Com- 
mander, and said she could be floated for about $2,000. (A 
Chefoo contractor who was on the spot offered to float 
her for Tis. 8,000, nothing to be paid if he failed.) 
Mr. Howard’s plan was accepted. It was simple, and has 

roved successful. It was merely to make a breakwater around 

er by means of 10,000 or more bags of sand. This would pre- 
serve her against the heavy seas running in a gale from the 
north-east, and she could be floated off either at the next spring 
tide, or, at latest, on one of the high tides in March. Mr. How- 
ard came at once to Chefoo, purchased bags, and returned to 
the stranded vessel to begin operations, in concert with her com- 
mander and her officers. Five hundred coolies were employed 
in filling the bags with sand, and making the breakwater. A 
trench was dug around the vessel, and three anchors were placed, 
awaiting a high tide. There was no difficulty in procuring as 
many coolies as were required at 150 to 200 cash a day, tis 
reported they did not work well in the water, and that the trench 
was chiefly dug out by the men of the Charybdis. 

On the 28th of November a gale blew from the N.E, and 
was so severe that the vessel was driven higher on shore. The 
breakwater at this time was only half completed, but it was the 
expressed opinion of the commander of the Charybdis and of all 
the otticers who were present that had it not been for the break- 
water the vessel must have been totally destroyed. It was pro- 
posed several times to blow her up, so doubtful seemed the 
chances of succeeding in getting her off. But Commander Wise- 
man and Mr. Howard adhered to the plans commenced. The 
result proves the wisdom of the steps adopted, ‘The trench was 
completed and everything made reaily to float the vessel at the 
first high tide. At twelve o'clock on the night of the 4th Dec. 
the Lapwing floated, and so complete were the arran:ements 
that she was safely off before half her crew could set ou board, 
and at 8.30 the following morning she was towed to a safe 












































anchorage. She is in good condition, and is now being rigged to 
proceed shortly to Shanghai, in company with the Charybdis and 
Frolic. The cost of floating her does not exceed $2,100, 

Winter is upon us in earnest, and it has been snowing for the 
past two days. The Chefoo Taoutai and Superintendent of 
Customs, Hung-I-Tu, is leaving for a visit to Peking. He hoped 
to go by a Chinese guuboat to Taku, Int it has come on so cold 
that he has decided to 40 by land. ‘I do not envy him his trip. 
During his absence, Chang Yiu Huan will officiate in his stead. 
He is a Taoutai, and is in charge of the furts here. 


HANKOW. 

A correspondent of the Celestial Empire writes as follows 

Fearful rumours have been flying about the river. At Nanking 
they said that Hankow had been reduced to ashes and the entire 
population consumed in the flames, The tale was gradually 
modified, however, as it approached the port from which I write 
until it reached the real truth, to wit, that a fire had broken out 
in some houses bordering the settlement, and that the captain 
of H.M.S. Avstrel bad received a broken head while valiantly 
attempting to put out the fire. On the evening of the 29th 
Nov., at about nine o’clock, a fire broke out in some Chinese 
houses in the neighbourhood of the Loudon Mission Hospital, 
and close on the borders of the Concession. ‘The brick tea 
manufactory of Messrs. Cherepanoff and Co., together with some 
other foreign property, was for xome time in considerable danger. 
Fortunately, the timely arrival of a party from H.M.S. Avstrel 
and of several energetic residents prevented the fire from spread- 
ing, Before eleven o’clock it was well under control, and gra 
dually burnt itself out. Happily there were no more serious 
accidents than a broken head and a few slight burns. 





























SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 15th 


December ; the P. and O. mail from London Oct. 27 was received 
on the 10th December. The North China Herald contains the 
following summary of news :— 


Four of thenative employés of the Woosung Railway Com- 
pany, who were forcibly carried off by the mob during the re- 
cent disturbances at Woosung, were, produced at the Mixed 
Court on the 13th Dec. They had been sent to Paoshan, before 
the magistrate at which place they stated that they were badly 
ill-treated while being taken to Chu Feng-feng’s house, where 
they were detained two days and a night. | Now they all said 
they were beaten by the mob before arriving at the house, but 
not afterwards; though one of them, a Ningpo man, who lit a 
fire to warm himself, causing the people in the house to think he 
intended setting it on fire, was hung up by the wrists, his arms 
being tied behind him, in which position he was kept for some 
time. This man also said he had been robbed of 38, which sun 
was forwarded to Chen by the Paoshan Magistrate, and handed 
to the man in the Mixed Court. The tepao will be instructed 
to look after the three men from his district, and security will 
be obtained for the Ningpo man, so that they may be again 
produced when the case against Peng-feng and the other prisoners 
as ready for full investigation, 

An attempt has been made to forcibly enter the treasure-room 
on board the S.S.N. Co.'s steamer /upeh, and the would-be-rob- 
bers were caught red-handed. The robbery of the steamers 
treasure by Thomas Heury Brown, the second pilot, appears to 
have been Jong contemplated, and to carry out his plans he took 
into his confidence the second officer, Edward Rosquist, and a 
shore friend, named WilliamEdwards, who lived at Hongk ew. 
Rosquist, however, while pretending to acquiesce in the scheme, 
at once went to Captain Steele and informed him of the plot. 
Thus forewarned the agents of the company were able to make 
arrangements to frustrate it,and to make’ preparation for the 
capture of the burglars when the event should take place. 
‘Through Rosquist, who was instructed to continue to appear to 
share in the design, they were informed that all ar ements 
were completed for the robbery to take place at half-past ten 
on Sunday night, when it was supposed that there were T! 
in gold and ‘Tis. 8,000 in silver in the treasure-room., Edwards 
was to be alongside the steamer with a sampan to reecive the tr 
sure from Brown and Rosquist, who were to trust him to bu 
no the Pootung shore, where it was to await subsequent ev 
Captain Steele was prepared for the occasfon ; he had Mr. Pen- 
fold, the Superintendent of Police, and a staff of assistants and 
severil others ready to pounce on Brown, when a preconcerted 

ignal was given that practical operations for the robbery had 
: commenced. Rosyuist and Brown were forcing open the 
treasure-room door with a crowbar, when the signal was given 
and the captain and the police authorities boarded the steamer. 
Brown bolted, and was not found for twenty minutes afterwards, 
when he was discovered comfortably in bed, with the key of the 
Chubb’s lock on the treasure-room door of the steamer Atans, 
belonging to the same company, under his pillow. He was take 
into custody. Edwards, in the sampan, escaped, but was subse 
quently apprehended by the police. 

We are glad tu learn from the minutes of a meeting of Treaty 
Consuls that the amount needed to pay the fee of the Dutch 
gentlemen who lately surveyed the Woostng Bar has been col- 
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lected, and that the work of surveying land for the new outside 
roads is progressing favourably. It is less satisfactory to learn 
that the Taoutal stillfeglects to answer all representations on the 
subject of wharfage dues. But we are glad to see the Consuls 
have rescinded their decision to interview him personally on the 
subject, and purpose instead addressing him a decided note, in- 
forming him that his lack of courtesy and failure in duty leave 
them no alternative but to represent his conduct to the Mini- 
sters for communication to the Government. At the close of 
the proceedings Mr, Medhurst resigned his functions as Senior 
Consul in view of his approaching departure, and it was decided 
to ask Mr. Godeaux to accept the office. Failing his consent 
it will devolve upon Mr. Myers, who took the opportunity to 
pay a warm tribute of respect to the retiring chairman. 

‘A few days ago a Chinese seaman, who had signed articles 
for and was working on board the British steamer Glenfalloch, 
‘was permitted to come on shore to endeavour to obtain payment 
of $1 from another native, who owed him that amount. The 
men met ina public thoroughfare in Hongkew, and high words 
ensued between them. Some passers-by saw that the seaman 
was menacing the other with what looked like a fan, but which 
was really a dagger concealed under that semblance. "They were 
afraid to interfere, but told a municipal native constable of 
the occurrence, and he, going up from behind, seized the 
seaman’s hands, touk the fan-dagger from him, and made 
him privoner. The case was brought before Mr. Mowatt, who, 
however, declined jurisdiction, and referrsd the matter to the 
Mixed Court magistrate, as prisoner was a native, and|the offence 
was committed on shore. ‘The latter sentenced him to be de- 
ported to his native place. As, however, he had signed articles 
to serve for twelve months on board the Glenfalloch, Captain 
Hogg made application that he should be put on board, the vessel 
being bound for New York and London. The magistrate con- 
sented to this course, and the prisoner was taken on board, the 
vessel sailing the same day. 

At the Mixed Court a preliminaty investigation has been made 
of the circumstances of the assault, by stone and mud throwing, 
upon Mr, Love and two ladies, while ina boat on a creek oppo- 
site Tung-ka-doo, on the 14th October last. The accused, includ- 
ing men, women, and children, were villagers of Chang-kia-pang. 
The persons produced were the tepao, his two deputies, an elderly 
man and woman, and a boy, ten years old, grandson of the latter. 
Mr. Loveand Dr. Burge having given evidence of the misbehaviour 
of the villagers on the occasion, it transpired that the tepao had 
informed the Che-hsien, and had actually signed a bond in 
that ofticial’s yamen to the effect that he lad seen the British 
Consul, who had told him to apologise to Mr. Love ; that he had 
doue so, and that Mr. Love lad consented to withdraw from the 
prosecution ; the fact being that he had seen neither the Consul 
nor Mr. Love. It was also shown that none of the parties 
Drought to Court, except the boy, were concerned personally in 
the affair, and they therefore could not be proceeded against. 
The case was in consequence adjourned ; the tepao, however, 
being detained in custody to answer for his misconduct. The 
others were sent to the Che-hsien to be forwarded to their homes, 
with a request to the Che-hsien that the real culprits might be 
produced. In the meantime, the Taoutai will be communicated 
with officially on the subject generally. 

‘A meeting of the Temperance Society has been held, to elect 
officers for the ensuing year. Mr, Blethen and the Rev. 
Thomas were respectively re-elected President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr. A. Gordon was appointed Secretary in the place of 
Mr. R. D. Cheetham resigned, the Rev. H. S, Holt was chosen 
Treasurer, and Mr. Amoore was appointed Librarian. A Com- 
mittee of seven was also elected. After the meeting, the usual 
fortnightly entertainment wasgiven. There was again a crowded 
attendance, including, as on the last occasion, many ladies and 
leading residents.

It has been reported that the Go- 
vernment are taking steps to plant some of the sutferers on the 
lands which have been lying waste since the rebellion, in Anh« 
wei; but very little symptom is shown by the Chinkiang officials 
of a desire tu help those who are at their doors.

A choral wedding has been celebrated in Trinity Cathedral, 
in the presence of a crowded congreyaiion. ‘The oceasion was the 
marriage of Mr. Joseph Welch, of Messrs, Adamson, Bell, and 
Co, to Miss Edith Bois, The ceremony was performed by the 
Right Rev. Dr. Russell, Bishop of North China, assisted by the 
Very Rev, the Dean, and the spectacle was a very pretty one, 
The Glenfallock, Leander, and several other vessels were gaily de- 
corated, and the P. and’O, Company paid the happy couple the 
compliment of hoistiny Messrs, Adanwon, Bell, and Co.’s house- 
flag from the mizen of the Malia. 

‘The two gunboats Alpha aud Beta, each armed with a twenty- 
six ton gun to fire over the bow, two smaller guns, anda Gatling, 
built for the Chinese Government by Sir William Armstrong, 
left Tientsin on the 27th November for Taku to undergo firing 
trials before Li Hung-chang, Mr. Robert Hart and others. They 
passed a satisfactory examination, and have now left for Foochow, 
where the foreign crews will be paid off and Chinese placed in 
charge. 

‘We are informed that three Spanish war vessels are expected 
here shortly, for the purpose, it is said, of demanding satisfaction 
for outrages committed by the Chinese in Formosa eleven years 
ago, in connection with the loss of the Sovrana on that coast. It 
is said that the Chinese Goverament has delayed making com- 
pensation up to this date. It is hinted to us, however, that the 
meditated visit of these war vessels has even more to do with 
the Cuba Coolie trade. 

Our Municipal authorities are extending the usefulness of 
their postal arrangements. Four pillar post-boxes have been 
erected outside the Settlement, and'the reeeipt anil delivery of 
correspondence will take place three times daily, except on Sun- 
days, when the pillars will only be emptied once, 

Yunnan we have news that peace has been restored 
rovince, but the Yunnanites appear to be very 
much dissatisfied with the terms of the Chefoo Convention. 

The undergraduates who caused a disturbance in the Exami- 
nation Hall at Kwei-chow are being punished for their temerity, 
and will probably be deprived of the right of competing at the 
examinations for two or three generations. 





























; FOOCHOW. 

We take the following from the Foockow Herald of the 30th 
Nov.:— = 

‘The enterprising proprietors of the little 8s, Tedwan have an- 
nounced that she will leave her moorings off the long bridge for 
Pagoda Auchorage and Quantow one hour after high water every 
morning, returning every evening on the flood tide. The fare 
to Pagoda Anchorage for Enropeans is 50c, The foreign public 
will no doubt find this improved means of communication with 
their shipping highly advantageous, and Chinese passengers are 
already beginning to appreciate the advantases derivable from 
the more rapid means of conveyance. 

One of the largest conflayrations on local record, occurred last 
Monday, the 27th Nov., in the southern suburb. ‘The fire o 
nated in’ a dwelling-house about a quarter of a mile east of the 
large bridge, at about 8 a.a. As is too often the case, woman, 
lovely woman, was at the bottom of the mischief! Two elderly 
females ,while engaged in cooking rice for the morning meal, are 
said to have capsized the earthenware stove commonly used for 
such purposes, thereby setting the housein a blaze, The wind was 
high at the time, consequently the flimes spread with extraor- 
dinary rapidity, and as a matter of course nothing was done to 
check the devastation. At first, the fire took a westerly direc- 
tion, traversing the waterside suburbs as far as the bridge. At 
about 11 aat, however, a shift of wind caused the flames to 
spread in the direction of the city, destroying some very valuable 
property, the contents of large shops in the main street of the 
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southern suburb. Altogether, upwards of 2,000 houses were 
destroyed, and property to the value of nearly $800,000. A 
number of lives were lost, but the actual loss of life has not yet 
been clearly ascertained. 

"The same paper of December 7 gives the subjoined items :— 

From a report of proceedings ab the annual general meeting 
of shareholders in the Foochow Ice Company we regret to 
observe that the affairs of the company are not so flourishing as 
might be ; but we trust that with increased public support the 
concern may become more profitable. 

The great conflagration on the 27th ultimo, to which we 
eferred in our last issue, caused more destruction to property 
r ban was at first supposed, and we regret to add that a number 
of people, chiefly aged persons and children, are still missing. 
‘As a proof of the rapidity with which native houses may be 
reconstructed we may mention that several dwellings destroyed 
by the fire in question are now nearly rebuilt. 

‘The nineteenth vessel built at the Mamoi Arsenal was success- 
fully launched on Saturday, the 2nd instant. Like several 
of her predecessors on the Mamoi stocks, she is said to have 
een built entirely by the Chinese, but we presume that a cer- 
tain amount of foreign supervision was exercised. The vessel is 
a steam transport, built of composite material, and was launched 
with her engines, &c.,on board. She was named the Tai Ngan. 

‘We understand that a new channel has been formed near the 
Mingan Pasa, by which the dangerous detour of Spiteful Island, 
now supposed to be necessary, may be avoided. A correspon- 
dent (a pilot) wishes to know if he would be justified in using 
this channel, pending an official survey of it. The subject is one 
on which we are mnable to give an opinion ; but we would say 
that any departure from the course down on the officially 
recognised river chart would be inadvisable. The subject will 
doubtless be taken up in the proper quarter. 

For stealing from the Mamoi Arsenal a small quantity of copper 
—the property of his Imperial Majesty of China—an unlucky 
“goldier-man” was a few days ago summarily deprived of one of 
his ears, and placed in a cangue near the main eutrance to that 
establishment. We have no desire to enter into a consideration 
of this very questionable mode of punishment, but merely men- 
tion the fact of its infliction to prove that the Chinese authori- 
ties are by no means slow to deal with cases in which their 
Government is directly interested, and they themselves, if it so 
happen, tolerably cleau-handed. Had they taken off the man’s 
head we should not have expreased the least surprise. 














AMOY. 

The China Mail correspondent writes under date of the 5th of 
December :— 

ELMS. Vigilant arrived here on the 20th ult., followed on the 
30th by the Audacious, bearing the flag of Vice-Admiral Ryder. 
On the 2nd inst. H.E. turned over to the Vigilant and left the 
same night for Swatow and Hong Kong. The Audacious left 
for Hong Kong on the 4th. It was very much to be regretted 
that during the stay of the vessels in port the weather was so 
Dad as to prevent their officers duly appreciating our lovely settle- 
ment. 
Scotch picnic, which was a great success, came off at the Tung- 
gnam Temple. Two steamers were leaving unfortunately north 
‘and south the same day, and reduced the attendance somewhat, 
‘but notwithstanding all the drawbacks there was very fair show 
of both Scotchmen and guests. 

The Bachelors’ Ball on the 1st inst. will long be remembered 
in Amoy, on account of the presence of the band of the Auda- 
cious, which had kindly been lent by Captain Colomb and the 
officers. We have so long been accustomed to dance toa piano 
and cornet that the presence of a real band gave us an addi- 
tional impetus, and dancing was carried on till past three in the 
morning. 

During the stay of the Audacious a cricket match had been 
arranged “Fleet v. Shore,” but the rain prevented its taking 
place,” It was a great disappointment, especially as the bam 
had been promised for the occasion. 








HONG KONG. 

Dates from the above port by the present mail extend to the 
Qist December. It was then anticipated that Sir Arthur 
Kennedy would leave for his new post as Governor of Queens- 
and about the end of January. The China Hail states that a 
despatch has been received from the Home Government, to the 
effect that it is impossible to say at what date the arrangements 
for the admission of Hong Kong to the Postal Union will be 
complete, but that there is no reason to apprehend a long delay. 

‘The above-named paper also gives the following items of 
news :— 

‘The annual examination of the elementary schools of Hong 
Kong, under the grant-in-aid scheme, are now being held by the 
Inspector of Schools. On the Sth Mr. Stewart examined the St. 
Stephen’s Church Boys’ School, Taipingshan, when forty-nine 
were presented for examination in six standards. OF these 80 
per cent. passed what was pronounced by the Inapector to be a 
grad examination. The raising of the requirements in Standards 

IL. and IV. this year has, however, told upon the result, which 
is less thar last year by 11 per cent. 











The last of the fine weather was on the 30th, when the, 
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__ TheSt. Stephen’s Church School, Saiyingpoon, which was opened 
in February last, underwent examination for the first time on the 
14th by Mr. F. Stewart, Government Inspector, and of thirty- 
three boys present eighty-eight per cent. passed. This is a most 
satisfactory beginning, and we trust that it will be maintained 
in future years. 

Mr. F. Stewart examined on the 
rial School, Taipingshan, fifty-two girls belonging to the Baxter 
Vernacular Girls’ Schools. Of the Saiyingpoon School 86 per 
cent. and of the Taipingshan School 90 per cent. passed a most 
exellent examination—which figures are creditable to all con- 
cerned. 


A sale of land took place on December 19 at Sowkewan. Nine 
lots were sold and realised prices which indicated the prosperity 
of this village. The amount obtained was over $3,900, and it 
would have been somewhat larger had not one of the lots sold 
Deen situated in front of a Joss-house. The Chinese have a au- 
perstition against occupying houses built in front of, or facing 
Joss houses, Tung Aluk is the chief purchaser in this sale. 

‘The District Grand Lodge of Freemasons in China held its 
annual meeting on the 19th Dec., at the Freemasons’ Hall, when 
there was a large attendance of members of the craft. Addi- 
tional interest was lent to the proceedings by the installation of 
the Right Worshipful District Grand Master, under a patent 
dated November, 1875, issued by the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master of England, H.LH. the Prince of Wales, to R. W. Bro. 
Theophilns Gee Linstead, who hax been appoints Distriet 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodze of Hong Kos, A con- 
gratulatory address was delivered’ by W. Bro. Adams, oxprea- 
sive of the high appreciation, hy the members of the Grand 
Lodge and the officers who hod worke-l with him for so 
many years past, of the qualifications of Brother Linstead 
for the exalted office which he had been called upon to fill, and 
the pleasure of the brethren at the honour thus conferred upon 
one who had so long been associated with them. ‘The District 
Grand Master returned thanks in suitable terins, aud said it 
would be his endeavour to mike his appointment tend to the 
advancement of Freemasonry and the furtherance of its excellent 
objects. The ceremony of installation of the R. W.D.G. Master 
having then been duly performed, he then proceeded to instal 
into office the officers of his lodge for the ensuing year. A dona- 
tion was voted to the Masonic Institution for Boys anda sub- 
scription list was opened and well filled on behalf of the sister 
institution for girls-schools in England at which a large num- 
ber of Freemasons’ children are maintained and educated. 

‘A meeting was held at the Hong Kong Hotel on the 15th 
December, when a project for establishing a Mutual Building 
Society for Hong Kong was brought forward. Mr. J. B. 
Coughtrie, who took the chair, explained the objects of the 
proposed society in bis address, as follows :— 

You have been invited here to consider t ianbility and feasi- 
bility of establishing in Hong Kong a Mutual Benefit Building 5: 
and T ave been requested to lay before you a few arguments w 
seem in the opinion of those who are desirous of promoting the scheme 
to favour the project. I have written down what I hope may answer 
this purpose, and at the outset I may tell you that L have dmwn 
largely from’a treatise on “ Associations for Provident Investment,” by 
Arthur Scratchley, M.A., published last year, which is, I believe, a stan- 
dard book on the subject. In the first place, { would briefly draw your 
attention to the desirability of this or any other project which would 
enable small sums to be placed on deposit at regular intervals, safely, 
and with the prospect of very lucrative results as regards interest and 
bonuses, Although the community of Hong Kong is not a lange one 
compared numerically with those of English towns, yet I think the 
clase of residents who do more than live from band to mouth and who 
are able to eave a portion of their salaries ont here is equal in extent 
to that of a much larger community at home. ‘There seems to be to 
the promoters of the present scheme a fairly lure field of operations 
before them, a larger section of the residents to whom they would appeal 
than might atthe first glance appear probable. In Enyland and else 
where the chief supporters of these societies are the superior class of 
artisans ; and it is noticeable that the effect such societies have had is 
the fostering of a careful and provident spirit auong their supporters. 
They have exercised a powerful influence all over England, and havo 
added increased value to land and houses, and greatly assisted 
the development of towns. What hay elsewhere been the case might 
naturally be expected to result here, and on these, which muy be called 
public grounds, the object in view is adesirable one. It would pro- 
bahly be found that the bulk of the supporters of a local Providont 
Society would be drawn from the chs holding the position of skilled 
artisans. ‘These wonld comprise an already large and continually in~ 
creasing number of residents employe! in Docks, Engineering estab- 
lishments, Steamers running to and frou the port, munufactories and 
upon Government works. ‘Then there is a numerous body of European 
Inspectors and constables in connection Civil and Naval estab- 
lishmenta, and the Harbour Master's ‘Po all these men the 
cpportunity of investing suims of $5 40 $10 per mouth would be a 
buon, ‘Then among our Portugues: feilow-townsmen there are doubt= 
less many who would be ghd of the priviless, if it were afforded, of 
laying up small savings, and not a few might be glad to have the ehance 
f buying, upon the easy terms which it is part of thy Society'sacheme 
to offer, a house suitable for their requirements, which they could not 
inly occupy all the days of their life, but leave bebind as a possession 
for their families. 

Mr. D. Welsh then addressed the meeting, stating that the 
promoters 
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Proposed to have three classes of shares : Ist class of $5 per month 
most suitable for emall investors who are permanent residents in 
Hong Kong, or for those members who intend th burrow ; 2nd class 
of 810 ia woresuitable for larger investors, but will also auit borrowers ; 
and the third class of psid-up shares of $600 each is intended simply 
for investors, that is, members who merely join the auciety for the pur- 
pose of getting intercat for their mun: here will be no limit to the 
number of members, but as the successful working of the society de- 
pends not upon oue class of members but two, namely, bothjenders and 
borrowers, it follows that if we cannot get borrowers, we must limit the 
number of investing members. A share upon which monthly pay- 
qwents are made is of the ultimate value of $100, ‘This sum of $500 
is made partly of these payments aud partly of compound interest. A 
5 share, according to the rules, is realised in about eight years, The 
monthly payments during eight years umount to $480, and interest to 
8158, #0 that when withdrawn a member receives $638. In the same 
way a $10 share is realised in four aud a half years.

‘The meeting was adjourned for the purpose of enabling those 
interested to consider the speeches made, and to discuss the sub- 
ject more fully on a future occasion. 

The China Mail gives the subjoined account of the Chinese 
Embassy to Government House : 

The visit of the Chinese Embassy to Government House on 
the 6th, although a very formal affair, was nevertheless an in- 
teresting one, It was interesting as a result of the thawing of 
Chinese exclusiveness, thanks to the foreign influence brought to 
bear upon it, as well as from those paying the visit forming the 
pioneer embassy of China, and there was a natural curiosity to 
see something of its members, who are doubtless destined to 
attract eome consilerable amount of attention in London. Like 
English visitors their Excellencies announced their arrival by 
sending in their cards—not neat little white slips of pastebourd 
such as fill the canlease of the European, but pieces of pink paper 
of a rather formidable size, and inscribed with great black 
Chinese characters, which no doubt made the Governor perfectly 
au fait with the names of his visitors, although we must confess 
that the attention his Excellency bestowed on those imposing 
letters was of an exceptionally cursory nature. The proceed- 
ings that immediately followed were a little mixed. The China- 
man shakes hands with himself when he follows the etiquette of 
his own country, but on this occasion the Envoys alternated be- 
tween the Chinese and English customs, generally commencing 

yy shaking their own handsand finishing by shaking those of the 
gentlemen to whom they were introduced. The conversation 
that ensued, having to be interpreted, was not, as might 
be expected, very lively. His Excellency did not venture 
beyond “yeneralisms,” and his guests seldom beyond “yes” 
or “no.” There was, however, one point with respect 
to the very few questions addressed by the Envoys to the 
Governor about which we scarcely feel clear. It is now eigh- 
teen months since the chief Envoy was appointed, and knowing 
that he was about to undertake this journey, itis certainly most 
remarkable, uotwithstanding the fact of his being a Chinese 
official, if he is really ignorant of the fact that there is a civil 
population at Malta, or that he would find other governors to 
visit at Singapore Malta, Gibraltar, and other places at. which he 
will touch during the voyage. Possibly the questions were ad- 
dressed lo furnish material for conversation rather than to ob- 
tain information, One of the interpreters attached to the Mis- 
sion spoke English exceedingly well, and addressed several 
remarks to the Governor. We understand there are two native 
interpreters attached to the Embassy, both of whom visited 
England on the occasion of the Burlingame Mission in 1868. 
‘They are selected from the School of Languages at Peking. 

On the 14th Dec., before the Chief Justice and Mr. Sustioe 
Snowden, in the Supreme Court, an appeal was made in the 
matter of the Trust Deed in the estate a Augustine Heard and 
Co., to set aside an order by Mr. Justice Snowden dismissing a 
summons taken out by the China ‘Traders’ Insurance Company, 
limited, for the issue of a commission to examine certain wit- 
nesses in England in reference to a claim of the Company against 
this estate. It appeared that when Augustine Heard and Co. 
failed, in April 1875, the partners entered into an indenture with 
the creditors, and trustees were appointed under this deed. Mr, 
Ray, as secretary, signed on ‘behalf of the China Traders’. © The 
books were examined by the trustees, whofsent in a return to the 
China Traders’ that the company stood as creditor of the estate 
to the extent of about $184,000. After correspondence it was 
shown, however, that there were items of £10,000, £7,500, and 
£6,322 belonging to the China Traders’, placed to the account of 
Augustine Heard and Co. by orders of ‘the latter. The deed of 
trust was signed by all the creditors without the amount of claims 
against their names, and the China Traders’ signed the deed with- 
out specifying the amount due. After the return was sent to the 
China Traders by the trustees of the amount of their claims 
against Heard’s estate, it was discovered by subsequent corre- 

pondence that the £10,000 and £7,000 in the hands of Fearon 
























































and Co, had been nsed up by Augustine Heard and (‘o., and that 
when they failed the £6,322 of balance in Fearon and (o.’s hands 
was also put to the account of Augustine Heard. ‘This money 
should be the property of the China Traders’, and the trustees 
admitted it to be so. 

After some discussion the Chief Justice, on examining the 
signature of the account said he thonght there had heen a mis- 
take in the working of. the liquidation, and also in the proof of 
the claims. Probably it would be better to dismiss this petition 
than let the China Traders’ prove their claim in the proper man- 


i ner, and notice be sent tothe London creditors that the proof 


they had given of their claims was nil Fioally the appeal was 
adjourned sine die, 


CANTON. 

The Daily Prese correspondent writes under date of the 12th 
Dec 

‘That a military review had been held on the Parade Ground, 
when about 5u0 soldiers were put through various manceuvres 
of sword and gun exercise, A disturbance had taken place at 
Fatshan between gamblers aud “squeezers,” when a number of 
persons were wounded, some, it is feared, fatally. An affray 
with smugglers also took place ou the Western Bund a few days 
since, in which several soldiers were severely wounded, the 
smugglers, it appears, were walking along the Bund with the 
opiuin in their possession, and the soldiers endeavoured to search 
them. The smugglers objecting, a fight ensued ; but the latter 
succeeded in carrying off their booty, leaving the soldiers consi- 
derably the worse for the encounter. 








BANGKOK.

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BATAVIA. 

General Diemont reports from Atchin on the 20th November 
that no important military operations had taken place there, 
patrols being, however, sent out to ensure security in the moun- 
tains between the IV, and VI. Mukins. The forts opposite the 
Dutch S.E. line of outposts were more weakly garrisoned than 
formerly by the enemy, ‘their main body being in the XXVI. 
Mukims, where Habib Abdul Rachman was busily engaged gather- 
ing money together, but was apparently losing influence more and 
more. During the fortnight ending with the 20th November 
140 Chinese coolies arrived at Atchin, who were very welcome 
there, from the much road-making going on. The weather was 
rainy, the river repeatedly overtlowing its banks. There was 
much fever prevailing, but the deaths were few. 

On the 12th November there took place the letting of the 
revenue farms for 1877. There was but little competition onthe 
occasion. The opium farm was rented for £8,310 per month, 
and the bling farm for f.7,550, the latter being less than for 
the previous year.

SINGAPORE, 

‘The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 27th December ; the P. and O. mail from London Nov. 24 
was received on the 25th December.

We have constantly in our columns drawn attention to the 
dangers which might, under circumstances, threaten the peace 
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of the community from the machinations of Chinese secret 
societies, and we have had an illustration of the mischief which 
interested leaders are capable of accomplishing since the date of 
our last summary. The Chinese coolies have always been accus- 
tomed to remit their savings, which amount to a large sum 
annually, to their relatives in China through the medium of 
private individuals—their own conntrymen—who have realised 
me profits by the transactious, and which formed for 
regular source of income.

long time past the attention of the authorities w: 
towards devising means by which the revenue might gain the 
advantages reaped from this business, securing, of course, the 
safe delivery of the sums entrusted, to not only the ports of 
China, but also to the interior of the country. ‘The well 
known jealousy of the Chinese against any attempt at in- 
terference with their customs, however unfair to the State, 
was an obstacle in the way of legislation, and from time to time 
the consideration of the question was postponed. Lately, however, 
a plan was devised which it was supposed would meet the 
wishes of all persons, except the few whose pocketa it would 
affect, and with that view the Postmaster-General secured the 
services of a Chinese firm, who under his supervision, and at 
the risk of the Government, undertook to forward sums of 
money to China at the sume rates as those which for years past 
have been charged by private individuals. For small sums it 
was announced the charze would be at the rate of ten cents per 
































dollar,and for large amounts ata rate inless proportion to be settled

Gazette, 
and it was supposed the poorer classes of Chinese would hail as 
a boon the institution of a em which, while not increasing 
the rates which they hay ustumed to } would secure 
the safe delivery of their m But it was viewed otherwise. 
Interested agents whose occupations were gone, assisted by the 
leaders of the Secret Societies, put their heads together to create 
a disturbance, prockimations were issued and posted near the 
markets and in leading thoroughfares, appealing to the people to 
resent an innovation which in the hands of the Chinese tirm who 
were entrusted with the sub-Post office would be made the me- 
dium of a system of “squeezing,” and calling upon the Chinese 
to sack the Post-oflice, when it should be opened for business, 
and offering a reward for the heads of the post-oflice “farmers,” 
as they were described. 

The proclamations having been discovered, a short notice in 
Chinese characters was issued by the Inspector-General of Police, 
with the view of reassuring the minds of the people, and a 
reward was offered for information which would lead to the dis- 
covery of those who issued the proclamations. So far matters 
did not look particularly threatening, until the morning of the 
h December, when crowds collected before the Sub-Post office, 
which had been opened, entered the house, stole the money 
there, ransacked the place and broke every piece of fur- 
niture. The police were quickly upon the xpot, but the 
rioters attacked them with broken bottles and large sticks, and 
emboldened by theip imaginary victory actually attacked two 
police stations in great numbers. ‘The police showed great cool- 
ness and consideration, and fired their guns in the air, with a 
w of frightening the crowd, but as this had not the desired 
effect and the police-stations were being threatened they eventu- 
ally were forced to fire upon the rioters, when three men were 
killed and a number were wounded. ‘The rioters were appalled 
and a number were arrested, and no serious attacks were again 
made, though there was an uneasiness in the state of public feel- 
ing for that day and for some days afterwards. Proclamations 
were again isstied by the leaders, but the determined action of 
the Government and the courageous conduct of the police 
disarmed any further fears of a repition of the disturbances 
One of the twelve towkays accused of being concerned in insti- 
gating the riots has been removed from on board the P/uto, and 
placed on board the M.M.s. kong, by which he will be taken. 
to Hong Kong, to which port his paswze has been paid. He 
was sentenced to deportation, and he will not be permitted to 
enter these Settlements again. His name is Lim Ah ‘Tye, and 
he is the head of the Teo Chew Brauch of the Ghee Hin Secret 
Society. Ten other towkays removed from on board the Pluto 
were brought before the magistrate and were ordered to enter into 
recognisances, thet ves in $3,000 each and two sureties in 
£3,000 each, as.a guarantee for their future good conduet. 

‘The trial of Maharajah Lela, Datu, Sazgor,and five others who 
were charged with complicity in the murder of Mr. Birch before 
anative court in Laroot bus concluded, after a number of wit- 
nesses had been examined. The prisoners were found guilty, and 
‘were at once sentenced to be hanged. ‘They were ably defended 
at the expense of the Government, and all of them, with the ex- 
ception of Datu Sagor, who pleaded his innocence, received the 
sentence of death with stolid inditlerence. Thus has concluded 
the trial of the first batch of prisoners for Mr, Lirch’s murder ; 
when and where Sultan Abdullah and the other chiefs will be 
tried is left to the decision of the Home Government, and no 
opportunity is left us beyond surmise of giving information upon 
the subject. 

Those members of the Bar who are now present in Singapore 

































































































































paid atribute to his Lordship, the Acting Chief Justice, Phil- 
ippo, ou the 2ist ‘Dec, Leing the last day he presided. The 
Attorney-General, before the Court rose, addressing his Lord- 
ship, said :—“ They regretted the loss which the members of the 
Bar aud the public, too, will sustain, in the retirement of his 
Lordship from Singapore. In leaving Singapore jhis] Lordship 
might rest assured that, having earned and enjoyed the good 
report of all classes and’ persons here, he would carry with him 
their best wishes for his future prosperity and’ promotion 
in the profession.” His Lordship briefly replied :—* Mr. At- 
torney-General and geutlemen, I am gratified at the manner 
in which you have expressed yourselves; I am afraid you 
have spoken in too flattering a way, and given expressions to 
sentiments of which I am not quite worthy. I came to you as 
a perfect stranger, and when I met you for the first time I hoped 
to work harmoniously with you, assured that we were all equally 
concerned to maintain the’ dignity of the Bench. I must say 
that both in Singapore and in Penang this our mutual unde 
standing has been well kept. I have done my best, and if I 
have succeeded in gaining this zood will on your part I have 
accomplished a great part of what I have striven for, [have im 
every instance, while free to oblige you, yet endeavoured to keep 
up the dignity of the Bench.” 

An important matter, to which we have repeatedly directed 
public attention, is the absence of Judges in these Settlements, 
and public opinion hus been so decidedly expressed both here 
and in Penang upon the grievance that we trust effurts will be 
made to remedy the evil. Not only are the authorities to be 
blamed for this neglect but we cannot acquit the judges them- 
selves from their share of apathy ; they are certainly deficient 
in stadying the wants of the community, a feature the directly. 
opposite in character to their unseltish aud hard-worked brethren 
of England. 

The ex-Regent of Siam arrived on the &th December in 
Penang, where he was the guest of the Rajah of Quedah. His 
Highness was received by a guard of honour, and a salute was 
fired from the fort on landing. The Penang Gazette com- 
plains of the incivility which was shown him in the fact that he 
called upon the Lieutenant-Governor and the visit was not 
returned, and his Highness appears to have felt the slight. 

The steamer Marirels, which arrived at Manila on the 20th 
December, experienced a typhoon, in which her decks were swept, 
and the portion of the mail in the captain’s cabin was washed 
away. 

We learn from the Penang Gazette that a tire broke out in one 
of the timber yards in Ujong Passier, Penang, on the sth De- 
cember, which destroyed property of the value of $10,000,

Hayxow.—The Chamber of Commerce Cireular says:—During the 
past fortnight no business bas been reported, and the littl inquiry 
that at one time existed iur good Sf lbs. Grey Shirtings appears to have 
quite subsided. Lead: ‘!he market is firm, and L B sells at Ts. 6. 
to 6.30 per picul. Quicksilver: No change in quotations, but the 
demand is very trifing. 

CHINKIANG.—Messrs. Spencer and Wolff write on the 13th Decem- 
ber :—In our last report dated the 6th inst., we advised an unsteady 
feeling as prevailing in thin market for Grey Goods, At that time it 
as though this would merely result in a lower range of prices 
tablished, for the demand was then good for all kinds of 8} lbs, 
Grey Shirtings. | Later on, however, advices reached us of a further 
decline having taken place at Shanghai, owing to the rise in exchange, 
and since then it hus been impossible to negotiate sales, as the dealers 
fancy that the lowest point has not yet beet reached. Grey Shirtings : 
Tn the absence of sales we do not give quotations, but as sume kind of 
guile to values it may Ve reckoned that prices have fallen from five 
candareens to a mace per piece. T-Cloths and Engiish Drills have both 
ruled dull for some time past, and in the present state of our market 
they are simply unealeable. 

Sutaxcuat—The notable advance in sterling exchance, about 5 per 
cent. since departure of last mail, had been productive of much eager- 
neas to realias on the part of importers of seasonalle descriptions of 
piece goods, and where hard cash had Leen obtainable considerable re- 
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uctions in prices had been conceded to buyers. In Grey Shirtinga the 

principal private sale had been 32,500 pieces Dewhurst 8-4 1bs, Eagles 
at Tls.1.85 per piece. Other sales hea been for the most part confined 
to good common, good medium sorts of this weight which had been 
given, generally for prompt pryment, from Tls.1.65 to 1.75 per piece ; 
‘CPH &-4 lbs. peacock chop Grey Shirtings realised only Tis.1.25 at auc- 
tion, and the commonest cloths were for the moment unsaleable. T- 
Cloths had been most difficult to realise even at lower prices; and values 
‘were nominal. White Shirtings : Best 61 to 66 Reed wanted at Ts.1.95 
to 2.05 per piece, and sales of favourite 72 Reeds reported at Tls.2.25 
per piece. For inferior qualities little demand. In Drills very little 
business passing. Fancy Cottons entirely neglected. Woollens and 
Worsted : Prices realised at auction marked a decline in currency pro- 
Portionate to the advance in exchange. The business in metals had 
been small, although there had been many willing sellers anxious to 
take advantage of the increased advance in exchange. 

Hoxo Koxo.—The market conoinued exceedingly depressed, dealers 
still declined to make any offers for goods for which they could not find 
immediate outlets. Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says :—Cottor 
Yarns: Nos. 16/24 are in demand, but business is restricted as holders 
are not anxious to sell owing to the small quantity now on offer here: 
No. 21/38 are quiet and No. 38/42 have been quitted at a decline. 
Piece Goods: Transactions have again been very amall and prices gene- 
rally have ruled weaker, as importers have been willing to accept 
easier rates for nearly all goods, 8.4 lb. Grey Shirtiogs and 
7 \b. Mexican T-Cloths are the only articles which have com- 
manded any attention, and the sales of these have been insig- 
nificant in extent. Drills are neglected and can be bonght at 
lower figures. Woollens: The market continues ‘in a very quiet 
state, and the small settlements now reported have in most cases 
‘been’ made upon easier terms. Metals: Lead is now leas inquired 
for and sules cannot be made at previous prices; parcels of Hole chop 
hhave been reported as quitted at S730 per picul. Quicksilver has de- 
clined and is now quoted lower, but at the close the market shows 
indications of an upward tendency. Yellow Metal is in better supply 
and prices are at present somewhat easier. Tin is dull, but rather 
more inquiry is noticeable for Tin Plates. Coals: The sales have been 
1,700 tons of Cardiff at $10, to arrive, 1,800 tons of Australian at 
$9.50 to $9.75, to arrive, and 500 tons Japan at 86 to $8. ex gudown. 

May1ta.—Coloured goods had been ia great demand, and large sales 
of Printed had been reported at remunerative rates. Plain Staples, 
notwithetanding the reported advance in prices at homo, continued 
very quiet, and to make sales a reduction on late rates would have to 
be accepted. 

Sixcavore.—The market for Cotton gooda had been exceedingly 
quiet during the fortnight ; there had been very little dewmand for any 
staples excepting T-Cloths and Grey Supers. Importers were not 
pressing sales as telegrams advised higher rates at home. Prices gene-

The market was quiet at the 
close, teamen being very unwilling to accept home values. Green : 
‘The continued high rates of exchange combined with rather disappoint- 
ing values by wire from New York had kept buyers entirely aloof ; on 
the other hand, arrivale had been on a most limited ecale, and teamen 
were as firm as ever ; it may therefore be sometime yet before business 
is resumed. 

Fooctow.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular, dated December 
14, says:—During the earlier part of the interval an active demand 
was continued at former quotations, but for some days past there bas 
Deen less inquiry, and transactions have been limited. At the close the 
market is quiet and dull, but holders are not as a rule disposed to sell 
at below our last quotations. Settlements amount to 21,078 chests 
consisting for the most part of grades under Tis. 15.8 on board. Fur- 
ther arrivals are only 570 chesta making the total for the season to date 
784,520 chests, to which it ecems probable, that only emall additions 
will be made ; in any case supply is unlikely to exceed 740,000 chests 
and probably will not fully reach it. Last year's supply was 751,642 
chests. Of Sonchongs 536 chesta have been taken at Tis. 15.55 to 19.8 
on board leaving 658 chests in stock. Of Ovloong, purchases are ro- 
ported amounting to 324 half-chesta at Tis. 20.8 to 24.8 on board ; 
atock is 1,179 half-chesta. Prices remain without change for both de- 
scriptions. Flowery Pekoes have been dealt in to the exent of 230 
chests at Tis, 18.8 t> 39.8 on board. In Scented Teas nothing more 
‘has been produced and none are on offer. 

Amoy AND Foarmosa.—The latest advices from Tamsui report the 
market unchanged, with little or nothing arriving from the country. 
The total export to Amoy at date was 7,785,967 lbs, against 
5,337,902 lbs. at same time last year. On the Amoy market purchases 
had been mado on a basis of $30/31 D.P. for good to superior ; $36/37 
for fine, and $39/42 for finest to fully finest, showing but little change 
from previous rates. Of these purchases about 1,000 balf-chests bad 
been taken for England. The stock waa 51,160 halé-cheats. In Congou 
and Amoy Ooloong there was nothing of interest to report. 

Caxroy.—Messrs, Deacon and Co.'s Report says;—The business tran- 








sacted during the past fortnizht has been very emall. Congous : One 
or two small parcels have been taken at former rates on this market. 
and from Macao moderate shipments continue to be made. Scented 
‘Teas : Very few purchases of Scented Caper are reported, and our mar- 
ket for these teas has been quiet throughout the past two weeks, ‘The 
larger portion of the settlemients consists of ters costing ‘Tle.174 to 18, 
and these show a decline of half a tuel to one tael on last mail's quota- 
tions ; teamen are firm in their demanda for teus of better grade, and. 
consequently little business has resulted. Prices for Pekoes aro un- 
changed, and the few parcels which have changed hands do not show

SuancHat—The North China Herald Report says :—Native consign- 
ments and a few purchases on joint account made a total of 480 bales 
only taken by the French mail, and although we have since received 
advices by wire of an improved feeling in the home markets with quo- 
tations fully 1s. 6d. per Ib. higher, the extraordinary rise in exchange 
has almost entirely put a stop to business. Silkmen are firm holders 
of Tsatlees, and although the tael price may be unchanged we are 
nearly 6 per cent. higher for documentary bills than we were at the 
departure of the French mail. Some few bona fide purchases have 
been made, including Grasshopper and Blue and Yellow Elephant at 
Tis. 545, 580 and 515; Gold Lion Nos. 3 and 4 at Tis, 585 and 515;

Grent 
and Co, to the effect that, in consideration of serv rendered and to 
be rendered by Messrs, Grant and Co. in obtaining for Messrs, Clark 
and Punchard a contract upon such terms as should be sutive 
factory to them, from the Lisbon Steam ‘Tramways Company, 
for constructing and keeping certain lines of tramways, and also 
in consideration of other services, they should pay, in all, 
Mr. Grant, £45,800. Further, that there had been another agree- 
ment between Mesars. Clark anid Punchard and his Excellency Field- 
Marshal the Duke of Saldanha, 2 director of the Company, that, in 
consideration of his transferring to them such part and interest in the 
concessions granted to him as wonld enable them to establish, wain= 
tain, and work for ninety years railways on the system Larmanjat, on 
cercain roads near Lisbon, he should receive £22,000, It was also 
alleged that the defendant knowingly and fraudulently, and with in- 
tent to induce persons to take shares in the said com published 
the prospectus and notice of the said company inviting persons totake 
shares, but did not therein mention the above-named contracts, and 
that the plaintiff, on the faith of the prospectus and notice, took 
shares in the company and paid his money. ‘The section of the Sta- 
tute states that, “Every prospectus of a company, and every notice 
inviting persons to subscribe for shares in any joint-stock company, 
shall specify the date and the names of the parties to any contract en= 
tered into by the company, or the promoters, directors, or trustees 
thereof, before the issue of stich prospectus or notice, whether subject 
to adoption by the directors of the company, or otherwise, and any pro- 
spectus or notice not specifying the same, shall be deemed fraudulent on 
the part of the promoters, directors, or officers of the company. knowingly 
issuing the same ; as regards any person taking shares in the company 
on the faith of such prospectus, unless he sball have had notice of suck 
contract.” The caso came on for trial at Guildhall, when the defend- 
ant's counsel applied to have the hearing postponed, but this applica- 
tion not being successful they withdrew, saying that they would sub- 
mit to the judgment. ‘The plaintiff's counsel, however, acting under 
the Judicature Act, declined to accept the judgment offered, and called 
witnesses to prove their case, ‘This led to ‘Mr. Albert Grant appeari 

in person and addressing the jury for several days. Lord Cole 
a number of questions to the jury, and upon their answers a ver- * 
dict was entered for the plaintitt. “The next. step was a motion to 
enter judgment for the plaintiff. Mr. Benjani, Q.C., on the part of 
Mr. Grant, obtained a rule for a new trial, upon the ground that the 
jury had not assessed the damages upon w proper principle, they having 
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awarded the plaintiff the whole £700 which he had paid upon his 
shares, whilst he still held the shares, and any rights which he might 
have under them. A similar rule was also granted upon the applica- 
tion of Messra, Clark and Punchard ; and these different rules now 
came on for argument. 

Sir Henry James, Mr. Morgan Howard, Q.C., and Mr, Tindal Atkin- 
son appear for the plaintiff; and Mr, Benjamin, Q.C., Mr. Cohen, Q.C., 
Mr. C. Bowen, and Mr. Webster for Mr. Grant. The case is likely to 
occupy some time in earing.

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

The Society met on the 22nd inst. under the presidency of Sir R. 
Alcock. The sitting was mainly occupied with the reading of a paper 
“On Later Explorations in the Island of Madagascar,” by the Rev. 
Dr. Mullens, Foreign Secretary of the London Missionary Society. 
‘The paper gave an account of five journeys of unusual importance, and 
over entirely new ground, by English missionaries in Madagascar during 
the last two years, The first was to the Kingdom of Ikongo, in the 
south-eust of the island. When King Radama in 1820 conquered the 
Betsitleo tribes, and so extended the Hova dominion towards the south, 
8 portion of the forest tribes held out. The Tanslas submitted, and 
in the fortrese town of Ampsbiinanga the Princess Raovana now rules 
in the narne of the Queen of Madagascar. Southof these Tanalas lives 
a hardy branch of the same tribe, the Ikongo, on an immense isolated 
hill which Radama vainly besieged twice, once during eighteen and the 
second time for twelve montha, ‘The Hovas, whom the Ikongos hate, 
have never set foot on the hill. But on October Ist, 1874, Mr. G. A. 
Shaw, of the Betsitleo Mission, having been invited by the King of 
Ikongo, set out to pay him a visit. Mr. Shaw at length had a most 
friendly reception from the King of Ikongo, Patsiandraofora, and it 
‘was arranged that teachers should be sent to instruct his people. A 
visit to the Ibara tribes was next described. They were known to 
live on the south and south-west borders of the Betsitleo people. Occa- 
sionally Besitleo folks and Hovas have found their way amongst them 
during the late years of pence, but at much risk. Their rnde appearance, 
their uncouth speecb, and the lumps into which their hair was rolied 
had been remarked. Gradually the English missionaries got acquainted 
with them, and the tribes had found out that Englishmen were kind, can 
heal the sick, and wish to teach their people. On reaching the border of 
the Ibara, at Tai-ata-Calala, a bold rock 600 feet high, next day, they 
passed through the noble granite range called Andringitra. Still going 
west and south through the well watered valley of Is'abanam, they 
came to Besekaona. Of thia country Dr. Mullens's paper gave an inté- 
resting description, in the words of the travellers. Going further west 
through Ivily and’ Kivory with their numerous eattle, they came into 
the valley of Central Ibara, with Josbosy as its chief town, consisting 
of 220 houses. In one of the villages (which count from twelve to fifty 
houses each), named Ipamamara, a king lives, and beyond this district, 
to the south is an uninhabited desert of three or four days’ journey. 
The north is also # wilderness for between one and two days’ journey, 
and the west over three days’ journey. On the east, though it is not 
strictly speaking a desert, there are but fewinhabitants, ‘The mission- 
aries saw over thirty patients in the morning, some of whom were Ibara, 
In the afternoon two or three of the Ibara kings arrived, and hearing 
of the foreigners in the town, brought them food. These kings came 
from villages north and south of Josy, where the greater part of the 
population under the Governor live. Returning to the eastward, they 
passed one of those peculiar rocks in which the graves of the kings have 
been hewn at a great distance from the ground. The coffins are placed 
in the back parts of the crovice, with the skull of bullocks in the fore 
part. The travellers notice the style of headdressas differing from that 
‘of any other tribe they had seen, When the travellers came to Mer 
rahaka, South Ibara, the people rushed out en masse to see them. Most 
had never seen white man. The usual questions were asked about 
the health of the Queen. ‘They found the missionary a good house and 
plenty of provisions, an ox, a pig, rice, and firewood. Both among 
the central and southern Ibara the way was prepared for the establish- 
ment of schools and for free intercourse with other parts of the islands. 

After a brief discussion the proceedings terminated with the usual 
votes of thanks. Sir Mordaunt Wells ngain brought under notice the 
exercise of patronage in the distribution of tickets for the Aretie Ex- 
pedition meeting at St. James's Hall, and intimated tbat he would 
propose the appointment of a committee of investigation at a conve- 
nient time. 









THE CHINESE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The San Francised Ala says:—We regret to chronicle the out- 
rages and cowardly assaults made upou the unoffending China- 
men daily in our public strects, the publication of which places 
our Municipal Government and people in no enviable light either 
at home or abrond. We ask, in the name of justice, why it is 
that those people are beaten and mualtrested at high noon on our 
streets, and “no arrests” invariably recorded? On New Year's-day 
these people were assaulted and beaten in different localities, in 
crowded streets, in this Christian city, and we have not heard of an 
arrest, We give a sample :-—A China boy, not over fourteen years of 
age, was attacked by a gang of strect Arnos on Townsend-street, near 
Third-street, and pelted with broken brick, one striking him in the 
mouth and cutting him terribly. He was knocked down and beaten in 
most cruel manner, To add to the ontrage, a crowd of men gathered 
and urged on the hoodlums. A well-known citizen, passing in a car- 
ringe, stopped and went to the assistance uf the Chinaman, when he 
was ordered tostand back and not interfere, On Third-street, near the 
market, 4 Chinaman was set upon by drunken hoodlume and knocked 
down and beaten, but got away from them and took refuge in a saloon, 
but was ejected by the proprietor. A large crowd collected, and when 
the Chinaman came out he concluded to show fight, and went for 

















one of his snsailanta, armed with a door-rug, which he laid over the 
scoundrel's shoulders until he beat a retreat. On Kearney, near Sacra+ 
mento-street, one of the large plate-glass windows of Ching Lee's store 
was demolished by @ rock weighing ten pounds, which went crashing 
through the beautiful Chinaware exhibited in the window. “No 
arreate.” Another Chinaman was knocked down and beaten in Pacific- 
street, near Montgomery-street. 





‘Tux GoveRNMENT AND THE SLave TraDE.—A despatch from Jed- 
dah recently announced that a fugitive slave had sought refuge on 
board Her Majesty's ship Fawn, and that the captain, not knowing 
what to do with him, had handed him over to the British Consul, who 
sent him to the Turkish Governor, by whom he was tranaferred to his 
master. The Committeo of the British and Foreign Anti-Slave 
Society have addressed a letter to Lord Derby in which they call his 
attention to this case as being one in which they cannot but think the 
action taken has been opposed to humanity and the policy and tradi- 
tions of England, besides being contrary to Section 2 of the Slaro Cir- 
cular of August 10, 1876, In reply Lord Derby states that ro infor- 
mation on the aubject has yet been received at the Foreign-office, but 
that inquiries shall be made. 

Ar the general meeting of the Eastern Telegraph Company, held 
‘T"ureday, the chairman, Mr. Pender, drew attention to the successful 
application of Muirhead’s duplex system to the cables of the company 
between Suez, Aden, and Bombay, by means of which its system is 
duplicated throughout. The new cable between Suez and Aden is 
also completed, and the remaining section, between Aden and Bombay, 
is expected to be laid in March, which will further increase the facilities 
of communication by this company’s route to India. The general 
application of the duplex system, which is also at work between Malta 
and Marseilles, will, when completed throughout the whole of the com- 
pany's system, practically establish four lines of communication be- 
tween this country and India by the Eastern Company's route. 

Tar Moscow Gazette says that the northern portion of the Pamir 
having been explored by the Russizn Alai Expedition in the course of 
lest year, fresh roads have been opened between Turkestau and Kash- 
gar. As to the much-debated question whether British India is acces- 
sib’e fron Turkestan by way of the Pamir, the Moscow Gazette asserts 
thet the leaders of the Kara Kirghis rebellion, when pursued by the 
Ruesian Alai column, effected their escape to the dominions of the Kaisar 
L Hind. 

Mn. B.S. Brooxs, who represented, in connection with Colonel F, 
A. Bee, the Chinese side, before the late Congressional Committee at 
San Francisco, has been’ the recipient of a magnificent present from the 
Chinese merchants, as a New Year's Gift. The presents consisted of one 
set of uineteen pieces of ailver-ware ;a large case, containing fifty-two 
pieces of “Imperial silver” spoons, forks, &c.; six boxes of tea, and a 
complete Chinese tea-set, of rare workmanship. 

Fraups on the revenue to a considemble amount have been disco- 
vered in one of the London bonding warehouses. It seems that an 
inepector of gaugers, having paid an unexpected visit to the warehouse 
in question, caught the cooper in the act of filling a cask, from which 
the wine had been rbstracted, with water. The authorities are insti- 
tuting a most searching inquiry into the matter, and important results 
are expected. 

Coumanper Caverox, RN,, C.B., has read a paper to the African 
section of the Society of Arts on “The Tiaie of Central Africa, Pre- 
sens and Future.” The chair was occupied by Sir T. Fowell Buxton, 
aad among those present were Mr. Whalley, M.P., Adwiral Ommanney, 
Sir Rutherford Alcock, Admiral Nolloth, Mr. Carleton Tufnell, Dr. 
Badger, and Dr. Mann. 

Mrs. Duxcax, who left Hong Kong in the steamer Ajax for England 
with her children, was missing shortly after leaving Singapore. She 
had been in a despondent condition, owing to the trial and imprison 
ment of her husband for defalcations at Hong Kong.

China and Her Apologist.—We lia 
ant reply which has been made by Dr. H. B. Dennys, former! 
editor of the Chiaw Mui, to the article by Sir Charles Dil 
which appeared a short time back in Marmillan’s Magazine, 
So experienced a writer upoa China subjects as Dr. Dennys 
makes very short work of the fallacies which are set forth hy 
Sir Charles, and upon which we commented ut the time when 
the article appeared, A very strong view is taken by the writer 
concerning the settlement of the Yuman outrage.

But I cannot admit that he has corrertly interpreted his duty at this 
vital period of foreign intercourse with China. It is the fashion to re- 
present the British merchant as caring for nothing but tradal 
and in a sense this is correct. But it may xafely be eavert 
scarcely a British merchant in China does not feel his flag disgraced 
by the announcement that the refusal of,the Chinese to render proper 
satisfaction for Margary's murder is to be considered as atoned for 
dy the opening of some new ports. If this was all that was to be got, 
why was it not obtained within two months of the catastrophe ? Th 
is no possible excuse for the failure. People at home as well as the 
Government were disposed to amply back up any just demands made 
by Sir Thomas Wade ; the first of those demands should have been, 
not the payment of Llood-money or the cession of doubtful sees 
to trade at new pl but the punishment of those responsible.

length the terrors of realisation in the “ Duchess of Malfi” and 
“ Vittoria Corrombona” with those of suggestion in “ Macbeth.” 
‘The absence from early dramatic literature of any keen appre- 
ciation of domestic life was dwelt upon, and also the fact that, 
throughout the whole range of the Elizabethan drama, there is 
no attempt to dwell on the beauties of landscape, and scarcely 
‘an instance in which the mention of the sea shows a sense that 
it was an object of delight rather than of terror. 

At the Anthropological Institute, Colonel A. Lane Fox, Pre- 
sident, in the chair, Mr. Moseley, naturalist to the Challenger 
Expedition, read an account of the inhabitants of the Adniralty 
Islands. He considered that in their arts, as shown in the orna- 
mentation of their weapons, &c., they resembled the natives of 
New Guinea, while in a peculiar note in their chants or singing 
he noticed a strong Fijian resemblance. ‘Their manner of haft- 
ing the stone aplewents differed from that in other groups, the 
stone being fixed in a slotin the wood. Obsidian spear and 
knife heads were shown, the mounting of the Obsidian flakes in 
the spear-heads being effected with a strong gum and twine, 
The lecturer described the customs, dress, and manuers of the 
natives, and gave some thirty-five words of the language. ‘The 
whole was illustrated with maps, sketches, and numerous objects. 

At the Historical, Dr. J. Rae in the chair, Mr. Hyde Clarke 
read a paper “Ou the Khita or Hittite Epoch and its Relations 
to the Old and New World.” Referring to the discoveries of 
Dr. Schiemann and Mr. G. Smith he treated them as illustra- 
tive of that period of culture. After describing the Hamath or 
Khita syllabary and his determination of the connexion with it 
of the Cypriote he proceeded to offer observations on the influ- 
ence of astronomical symbolism or mythology on the formation 
of characters and numbers. He proposed an explanation of the 
V form from the Hyades, and of the distribution of 4 and 3 in 
the pyramids of Egypt and America from Orion. After con- 
necting Etruria and the Mediterranean countries with the same 
era of culture he assigned to it early India, and Pera, and 
‘Central America, 

At the Linnean, Professor Allman, President, in the chair, 
the description of two new and remarkable forms of deep-sea 
-ascidians was given by Mr. H. N. Moseley, of H.M.S. Challenger. 
One trawled in the North Pacific from 2,900 fathoms, cup-like, 
and allied to Boltenia, he names Zybythiue calcycodes. It has a 
series of symmetrical cartilaginous plates on its soft test. The 
other ascidian, Octacnemus bythius, was obtained at 1,070 fathoms. 
‘This is star-shaped, and in several respectsits anatomical structure 
ia quite peculiar, and totally unlike already-known living forms.— 
A commercial cane, termed “ Whangee,” a species of Phyllos- 
tachys, formed the subject of a note by Mr. J.R. Jackson. He 
regards that, iu the trade, as the rhizome and not the stem ; and 
the pale colour he thinks produced by bleaching. 

At the British Archeological Association, Mr. H. Syer Cuming 
in the chair, several fragments of the Roman pavement dis- 
covered in 1875 opposite Crosby Hall were exhibited by Mr. R. 
E. Way. The pavement was hardly noticed at the period of 
its discovery, owing to the rapidity with which it was either 
covered up or destroyed. It had tessent of red and white, and 
it most probably formed a part of the large Roman villi of 
which much of the foundations (well-known) was met with 
several years ago in Old Broad-street. Mr. Way also exhibited 
sundry ‘other objects of interest, including some sling stones 
from Sidbury Castle, near Sidmouth. 

At the Astronomical, W. Huggins, D.C.L., President, in the 

chair, a paper was read by Mr. Marth, giving au ephemeris for 
the satellites of Uranus for the year 1877. Thisis one of a series 
of papers which Mr. Marth has presented to the Society, giving 
-ephemerides useful for physical observatious of the major planets 
and their satellites. It was remarked by the President that 
these ephemerides involved great labour in their construction, 
and the astronomical world is deeply indebted to Mr. Marth for 
their production. . 





Haval ad Military. 


Two gunboats of the latest design, and calenlated to carry 
heavy ordnance, have recently been purchased from a private 
firm for the Chinese Government. It is stated that they will 

be navigated out to China by half-pay naval officers, who will 
robably retain their commands until their Chinese crews have 
ecome well acquainted with the vessels, 








The Serapis, Indian troopship, Captain Duncan G. Davidson, which 
left Bombay on the 19th of December arrived at Portsmouth on the 
21st inst., and steamed into harbour with the yellow flag at the fore, 
It appears that two men belonging to the troops from Delhi were 
attacked by small-pox soon after leaving Bombay, and were landed at 
Malta. Captain Davidson had all the usual precautions taken in the 
Way of burning, isolation, and carbolising, but in spite of these steps 
it was discovered some time after Malta had been left behind that the 
hospital orderly who had attended upon the patients and the soldier 
who slept in the adjoining bed were suffering irom the infection. On 
the ship reaching Spithend the sufferers were placed on board a tug 
and taken on shore, when they were conveyed to the infectious ward 
in connection with the Portsea Military Hospital. Pratique was granted 





by the sanitary officers about a couple of hours after the ship had been 
moored alongside the jetty. But for the prompt measures adopted by 
the captain the infection would doubtless have spread, as the number 
of women and children on board was very great, Six deaths, three of 
men and three of children, had occurred during the passage between 
Bombay and Portsmouth. 


Sir Fairfax Moresby, G.C.B,, Admiral of the Fleet, died at Ex- 
mouth on the 21st instant, in his ninety-first year. He was the son of 
‘Mr. Fairfax Moresby, of Stow House, Lichfield. He entered the Royal 
Navy in 1799, and served as midshipman under the Earl of St. Vin- 
cent in the Hidernia, and obtained the rank of lieutenant in 1806. He 
became commander in 1811; captain, 1814; rear-admiral, 1849 ; 
viee-admiral, 1856 ; admiral, 1862 ; rear-admiral of the United King- 
dom by Royal Patent, 1867 ; and admiral of the fleet, 1870. He com- 
manded the Menai, Pembroke, and Canopus, and was commander-in- 
chief in the Pacific 1850-55. He was created Hon. D.C.L, of Oxford in 
1854, He was also a Knight of the Order of Maria Theresa of Austria, 


‘An address on the Military Geography of Europes Turkey has been 
delivered at the Royal United Service Institution by Lieut.-Col. C. E. 
Howard Vincent, lute of the 23rd Welsh Fosiliers. The chair was 
taken by Major-Gen. Stephenson, C.B, With regard to the defence of 
Constantinople, the lecturer pointed out that the twenty-one ironclads. 
of Hobart Pacha were in first-rate condition, but by taking from them 
what would be required for the Bosphorus and the Dardanelles there 
would not be more than ten left for naval operations against the three 
or four circular ironclads and the fleet of the Russian gunboats, 


The command of the troops at Shorncliffe has been assigned to Col. 
Peyton, and not to the Duke of Connaught, as was rumoured, but it 
is asserted that when Col. Peyton becomes @ major-general, probably 
about twelve months hence, his Royal Highness will be his tuccessor. 
Col. Peyton served in the 98th Regiment with the expedition to the 
north of China in 1842, and was present at the operations in the 
Yengtsze-Kiang, the attack and eapture of Chin-Kiang, and at the 
landing before Nanking. He has also served with distinction in India. 

The Army and Navy Gazette says :—The appointment of additional 
medical officer to the flagship on the China Station, now held ty Fleet- 
Surgeon G. B, Hill, for special service in connection with the Lock 
Hospitals in Japan, is, we believe, likely soon to be abolished. It is 
proposed to hand over the charge of these hospitals to the Japanese 
Government, and it is probable that a higher class of native inedical 
practitioner than hitherto employed in this department will be placed 
in charge in future. 

The Admiralty having given directions that the armour-plated ship 
Téméraire, 8, 8,412 tous, 7,000-horse power, is to be ready for sea by 
the 30th June, grent exertions are being made to get her complete by 
that time, additional workmen being set to work on board. Her fit- 
ments, &., are now getting well-advanced, and in the course of two 
or three months she will be able to leave Chatham and go upon her 
trial trip at the mensured mile off the Maplin Sands. 

Some important boiler experiments are being made at the present 
time on board Her Majesty's ship Boadicea, at Portsmouth, in accord- 
ance with instructions from the Admiralty. The object is to ascer- 
tain whether priming, which has lately proved a great obstruction to 
the steam trials of men-of-war, can be obviated by modifications in 
the internal structure of boilers. 

Messrs. Mauser, the inventors of the Mauser rifle, have constructed 
a pistol on the same principle, and likewise bearing their name, which 
is now being practically tested in the German army. If approved it is 
intended to take the place of the revolver in the hands of officers in the 
mounted services. 

The Royal Humane Society's Testimonial has been presented to 
Lieut. J. W. Osborne, of H.N.S. Narcissus, for saving Marshal Man- 
nard, of the same ship, who fell overboard at Woosung on the 18th of 
October last. 

The vacant Brigade-Majorship at Shooburyness is to be filled by 
Capt. H. H. Goodeve, who hus been Adjutant of the School since July, 
1874, and bears an excellent reputation in his regiment. 

Some petty officers and seamen of the Royal Navy have held a meet- 
ing at. Portsmouth to protest against the recent Admiralty order that 
when on shore they should aiways wear uniform. 


It is stated that a general revision of the complement of the engine- 
room stafl—including officers—at present allowed to Her Majesty's 
ships is under consideration at the Admiralty. 

The German corvette Elizabeth, en route to Jnpan, arrived at Tuble 
Bay on the 28th ult.

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THE CHEFOO CONVENTION AND THE LEKIN 
DUES. 


PENDING the issue of the expected explanations of the 
bearing of the recent Convention, it would be premature 
to discuss its merits in detail further than they have already 
been considered ; but it may be desirable to point out an 
error which has been very generally fallen into with respect 
to its effect upon the Lekin taxes. In order to put an 
end to a constantly reeurring grievance in the foreign set- 
tlements—but more particularly that of Shanghai—from 
the collection of Lekin taxes actually within the limits of 
the settlements, and as soon as the goods on which the tax 
was levied had left the foreign merchant’s warehouse, Sir 
Tuomas WaDE has stipulated in the Convention that no 
Lekin tax shall be levied within certain specified boundaries 
at Shanghai ; and it is to be presumed that a similar regu- 
lation will be applied at other ports. In this, the right to 
levy Lekin duties in defiance of the transit pass regula- 
tions is not in any way recognised ; but the plan is simply 
designed to put an end to the constantly recurring difficul- 
ties with regard to levying Lekin in the settlements them- 
selves. The rule with respect to the transit passes will re- 
main as before, with, however, this additional advantage, 
that by the present Convention Sir THomAS WaDE will ob- 
tain the definite recognition of the principle concerning 
which there was some negotiation some years back, that a 
transit pass will exempt the goods which it covers from all 
further taxation in transitu, irrespective of whether such 
goods be owned by foreigners or Chinese. This concession 
is one of very great importance ; and, if the terms be 
adhered to, the difficulties hitherto experienced in getting 
foreign goods to the centres of trade ought to be very much 
mitigated. The effect, therefore, of the regulations under 
the new Convention, stated briefly, will be as follows:—The 
right of foreign goods upon which the half tariff duty has 
been paid in commutation of transit dues to exemption 
from taxation, en route, when they are covered with a 
transit pass, will be recognised, irrespective of whether such 
goods belong to a foreign merchant or to a Chinaman, and 
they can thus be conveyed from the port of entry to 
any inland depét free of inland taxation either by a 
foreigner or a native. When, however, the goods arrive at 
their destination, and the bulk of the parcel is broken, the 
Chinese Government hold they become subject to the Lekin 
duties as levied on similar goods at the placo where they 
are sold. By this plan, although the arrangement does not 
g so far as to exempt goods under transit pass from all 

further taxation, it will at least secure the goods trom being 
overladen with burdensome taxation on the way to the in- 
land depots, and to this extent the present arrangement will 
be an advance upon that hitherto existing. The Chinese 
Government has not, as has been erroneously supposed, 
already recognised the exemption of foreign goods in native 
hands from transit taxation under the passes, and if the 

can be made to adhere to this, a very great advance will 
have been made upon the state of things heretofore exist- 
ing. It is no doubt to be regretted that the Chinese au- 
thorities cannot be induced to give up the levy of Lekin, 
upon foreign goods altogether ; but the difficulties in the 
way of this are apparently insuperable. The only practical 
check upon it is to be found in the opposition which the 
native traders are themselves ready to make when it be- 





comes excessive ; and we may hope now that there are 
more and more Chinese interested, both directly and in- 
directly, in foreign trade, sufficient pressure may be exerted. 
upon the local authorities in this matter to keep down the 
levy of the Lekin at something like a reasonable rate. The 
extreme view in favour of the right conceded under the 
‘Transit-dues clauses in the Treaties is that the goods 
should be exempted from all internal taxation on the pay- 
ment of the commuted rate ; but to this it is impossible to 
bring the Chinese to accede ; as they claim that the exemp- 
tion accorded is with reference only to taxation en roue, 
and that they have aright to levy the local dues on the 
goods when they arrive at their destination. The theoretic 
correctness of this last position is certainly open to question ; 
but practically it is impossible to prevent the levy of sueh 
dues ; and if the existing arrangement will go so far as to 
prevent our goods being overburdened with imposts as they 
pass from barrier to barrier, a distinct advance will have 
been gained. It is also important to remember that it is 
much easier for the Chinese interested in the trade, to 
oppose any excessive taxation on the goods at their destina- 
tion than while they are on the way, as in the latter casea 
tax which, betore the journey is completed, becomes of a 
very burdensome character, is levied by such small in- 
dividual instalments that it is difficult to oppose them at 
each stage. 








THE DEVELOPMENT OF JAPAN. 

In the course of his review of the trade of Japan for 
1875, which has recently been issued in Blue-book form, 
Sir Harry Parkes makes some very important remarks 
with regard to the necessity of developing the resources of 
the country. He notes that a comparison of the imports 
and the exports shows that there is a balance against Japan 
to the large amount of $12,000,000; and that this results in 
a drain of treasure which can only be stopped by the natu- 
ral products of the country becoming more fully developed 
than at present. The chief staples of export, tea and silk, 
the aggregate value of which is about £5,000,000,do not pay 
for the various articles which Japan takes from Europe ; 
and in order to ameliorate this state of things Sir HARRY 
PaRKES suggests that other sources of production, more 
especially her mineral deposits and grain, should be more 
assiduously worked. With regard to grain, he does not 
deem it likely that Japan rice will ever compete with that 
from India, Burmah, and Saigon, but he justly observes 
that a cheaper range of prices would at all events at times 
encourage a demand for Northern China, and also, to some 
extent, for San Francisco and Australia. He adds that 
better communication with the western coast, which could 
be easily supplied by continuing the railway from Kioto 
to Otz, on the Biwa Lake, a distance of ten miles, and by 
constructing a good ordinary road from Macbara to Tsu- 
ruga, a distance of thirty miles, would enable the rice, 
which is grown in great abundance on the west coast, to 
be brought at a much cheaper cost than at present from 
Niigata to Osaka. In Yezo, an island of 35,000 square 
miles, with a population of little over 100,000, there are 
vast tracts of land, untouched by spade or plough, 
which are as admirably suited to wheat cultivation as the 
Pacific slopes or the plains of South Australia ; and even 
on the main island it is estimated that not more than a 
fourth part of the area has been brought under cultivation. 
The mineral deposits of the country promise, however, in 
Sir Harry’s opinion, the readiest return, but Mr. PLuN- 
KETT’s Report has shown how little has yet been made of 
these by the Mining Department of the Government, which 
has held them in its charge for several years. While the 
present system continues the mines of Japan will remain 
comparatively unproductive. This state of things is un- 
doubtedly to be much regretted, and it is to be hoped that 
the Japanese Government, who are anxious to progress, 
will pay due attention to the well-weighed opinions of a 
friendly critic. 

SIR ARTHUR KENNEDY. 

By the last accounts from Hong Kong it was still uncer- 
tain at what date H.E. Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY would be 
removed from that colony to his new sphere of usefulness 
in Queensland, Australia. As our correspondent pointed 
out, Sir ARTHUR leaves the colony with general good 
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wishes ; and we think he has well earned the popularity 
which is extended to him. With some of the measures 
adopted by the retiring Governor we have not been able 
completely to agree, but we have always been willing to 
acknowledge the earnestness with which he has devoted 
himself to the task of governing a colony which is pecu- 
liarly difficult to administer effectively, especially as regards 
the native population, and now that he is retiring from his 
post it is our pleasing duty to offer a well-merited tribute 
of praise for what he has accomplished. He has the satis- 
faction of leaving the colony in a state of good order, and, 
so far as the public revenue is concerned, of solid pros- 
perity. We should have been glad if the blockade ques- 
tion with regard to which he has taken great pains had 
been settled ; but we understand that this will in all like- 
lihood be accomplished before he leaves. His efforts in 
this direction will at all events have laid the basis of a set- 
tlement of the matter by his successor with comparative 
ease ; and in respect to the other local questions of im- 
portance—the improvement of the police force and the 
suppression of crime—Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY deserves the 
warmest thanks of the colony. The police force is now 
efficient and well organised, and crime in the colony has 
been reduced to a minimum. In regard to the latter ele- 
ment Sir ARTHUR KenNepy did great service by intro- 
ducing more rigid system of punishment into the gaol, 
making the “hard labour” in fact really hard, and so 
causing Chinese criminals to fear being sent to prison; 
while, before that time, it had been really almost a matter 
of indifference to many whether they were imprisoned or 
not. In addition to this, Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY has done 
much towards improving the roads, bridges, and water 
supply, and adding to the healthiness, comfort, and pros- 
perity of the colony. In addressing the Legislative Council 
on taking office he stated that, if le could not claim to be 
a man of brilliancy, the residents might rely upon one 
thing, that they would never find anyone who had his 
heart more in the performance of the duties which de- 
volved upon him ; and we do not think we can pay a more 
well-deserved tribute to Sir ARTHUR than by acknow- 
ledging that he has fully redeemed the pledge which he 
then made. 





THE appointment is gazetted of Mr. GEoRcE PHILLIPPo 
as Attorney-General of Hong Kong. He was called to the 
Bar of the Inner Temple in 1362, and was Queen’s Advocate 
in Sierra Leone in 1868, Attorney-General of British Colum- 
bia in 1870, Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court of British 
Guiana in 1871, and after filling other appointments was 
Senior Puisne Judge of the Straits Settlements in 1874. 
Mr. PHILLiPpo’s experiences in office have been of a varied 
and valuable character. In 1868, when at the Jamaica 
Bar, he was professionally engaged before the Royal Com- 
missioners appointed in consequence of the disturbances in 
the Island ; and he was also on the Commission appointed 
in 1871 to revise the Laws of British Columbia. 





A SPECIAL telegram from Berlin to the Pall Mull Gazette 
“states:—“ Commercial intercourse between Russia and 
“ China has come to a complete standstill, owing to a pro- 
“ hibitory decree issued by the Chinese Government. The 
“decree is prompted by suspicions aroused by Colonel 
“ PRZEVALSKY’S exploring expedition and other Russian 
“ movements along the Chinese frontier, which are taken in 
“ China to indicate hostile designs. The Chinese Imperial 
“decree entirely forbids commercial intercourse with 
“ Russia.” Our experience of similar decrees upon former 
occasions will not warrant the belief that commerce will 
be in reality suspended; but the measure will doubtless 
throw considerable obstacles in its way. 








H.E. Kwo, the Chinese Ambassador, had an audience 
with Lord Dersy at the Foreign-office on Tuesday last. 
It is now officially announced that the present Embassy 
will continue forat all events three years; and it may, there- 
fore be presumably taken as the prelude to a permanent 
Embassy in London. Up to the present the date at which 
the Ambassador is to be presented to the QUEEN has not 
been settled. A residence has been taken tor the Ambas- 
sador and his suite at 46, Portland-place ; but it will pro- 
bably take some little time for them to adjust a European 


house to the various exigencies of a Chinese Yamen, the 
model upon which the establishment will of course be to a 
great extent based. 


Tue Rock—the organ of the Ultra-Protestants—has a 
paragraph with reference to the appointment of Mr. Pope 
HENNESSY to the Governorship of Hong Kong ; in which, 
after alluding to his being a Roman Catholic in terms so 
offensive as to be unworthy of reproduction, it goes on to 
say that “as nearly all his clients at Hong Kong will be 
“heathens he will be comparatively innocuons.” The 
foreign residents in Hong Kong have been often abused, 
but this is the first time that they have been set down 
bodily as heathens. 


Tue Chinese Government has officially notified to the 
French Government that it will take part in the Paris 
Exhibition of 1878, 





THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 

As may be imagined, considerable sensation was caused in 
Southampton by the arrival of the Chinese Embassy, which 
took place on Sunday, the 21st inst. Before the magnificent 
steamer Peshawar, one of the finest of the P. and 0. Company's 
eet, had come alongside of her moorings at the Dock, a vast crowd 
had assembled to witness the expected landing of those who to 
so many were iuteresting strangers from afar. To persons who 
are familiar with China and the Chinese the intense curiosity of 
the mass of people here scems very strange ; but still when the 
differences of dress, manner, and appearance are taken into con- 
sideration, it is scarcely surprising that they should attract at- 
tention. His Excellency Kuo had decided not to land until the 
steamer came alongside, although many of his fellow-passengers 
came ashore in the Isle of Wight steamer, the Lady of the Luke, 
The numerous suite of the Ambassador landing, some in the 
business-like style which attaches to the Chinaman who has al- 
ready been abroad and seen something of the world ; some with 
their eyes in all directions, and evidently quite unfamiliar with 
the foreign surroundings in which they found themselves 
placed ; others, again, with the peculiar sung froid which 
distinguishes the well-bred Chinaman even more than the 
well-bred Frenchman or Englishman—were the subject of re- 
marks both numerous and humorous on the part of the crowd. 
If some of the obnervations made were not precisely compli- 
mentary they were all friendly and good-natured ; and if a 
crowd forms any indication of what public opinion is likely to 
be, the Ambassadors onght to be contented with the sentiments 
of the British public. ‘The landing was not of a very imposing 
character, and was in fact merely an official recognition that 
the Embassy was looked for. Kuo-Tah-Jen does not look the 
worse for his journey, and the various Chinese with him are, 
speaking generally, a good specimen of the natives, aud have 
not the withered appearance too often observable among the in- 
habitauts of the Flowery Land. In the suite of the Ambas- 
sador are Liu-Si-Hung, two Chinese Secretaries, and Dr. 
Macartney, of the Nanking Arsenal. Mr. W.C. Hillier was pre- 
sent from the Foreign-oftice, and Captain Gillson, the Superin- 
tendent of the P. and 0, Company at Southampton, and 
Mr. J. W. Dysoa and Mr. P. Hedger as representing the South- 
ampton Dock and the London and South-Western Railway Com- 
panies also “assisted.” ‘The steamer Peshawar was delayed in 
consequence of an accident. Ske had been telegraphed’ from 
Hurst Castle at two o'clock in the morning, and would have ar- 
rived in due course about three hours afterwards; but in the 
dense fog prevailing she about three o'clock grounded on the 
Brambles, and remained there till the next high water at two, 
o’clock in the afternoon, and it was consequently getting towards 
dusk when the Anibassador and his party landed. The Embassy 
did not make any stay at Southampton, but left at once for Lond 
in a special train provided by the South Western Railway 
pany, and consisting of five saloon carriages. For the convenience 
of the party it was run into the dock alongside the steamer, and 
must haveimpressed the Chinese Ambassador and his friends with 
at least some of the convenieuces of railway travelling, The 
train left for London at ten minutes past tive in the evening. 

The “ Special ” of the Standurd gives the following description 
of the “ feminine element ” of the Embass: 

We had understood previously that the Chief Envoy halbrought two 
wives with him, but this is not the cue, only one of the ladies claims 
the title of Lady Kwoh. We had the honour of being introduced to 
her, and wero rewarded by a charming emile for our silutation, She 
appears to be in the prime of womanhood, with most pleasing features 
of the Mongolian type, and an exquisite complexion, cosineties notwith- 
































standing. Her hands are small and finely shaped, with taper fingers, 
only some of themare spoilt by having very long nails.

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earrings, which we shall not attempt todescribe. Suffice it to say that the 
style isthat oneadopted in North China, which differs from the South in 
that part of woman's attire, and consists of a broad band of velvet 
over the forehead, set with gems. The effect is very pretty, and 
serves for a bonnet to keep the head warm in cold weather. ‘Then the 
bootikina which covered her “ golden lilies,” as ladies feet ara called in 
the flowery language of China, are superbly embroidered with gold, 
which contrasted exquisitely with the rich tints of the silk and satin 
drapery in the loose robes above, and the unmentionables below. We 
should say that her first appearance at, Court, or elsewhere, will create 
a pleasing sensation. Her companion is an elderly lady, who acts in 
the capacity of a duenna, and the two maids are slave girls, trained up 
to the business from their childhood, and assist their mistress in her 
musical accomplishments, As the four rose up to take their departure 
from the ship, some of the charm was gone on seeing Lady Kwob walk 
out of the cabin, for the small feet do not add to the graceful move- 
ments of the body, and of course no Chinese lady dances. 





THE PRESS ON THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 
(TRE TIMES.) 

Another Enibassy from China bas reached our shores. It is very 
different from the half Chinese, half Americau Misaion which Mr. 
Anson Burlingame conducted to this country nine years ago, The 
hopes which were excited at that time were quickly dissipated by events. 
No candid mind could resist the conviction that the American diplo- 
matist had been mace the instrument, and waa probably from the out- 
set the dupe, of the astute and persistent. statesmen of Peking. The 
proposals of diplomatic equality which Mr. Burlingame conveyed to 
Enrope were simply so much dust thrown with a delicate and deliberate 
hand in the eyes of the Western World. But the central forces of the 
Chinese Government have been changed, and changed again, since that 
time ; the death of the Emperor, the removal of the Empresa-Mother 
from the control of atfaira, the political downfall of Prince Kung, all 
tended to strengthen the Conservative renction, Sometimes the pen- 
dulum swung back, as when Prince Kung’s influence rose once 
more, and waned and rose again. Looking ierely at the per- 
sonalities of Chinese politics, we have reason to believe that the 
civilisation of the West finds less favour now than it did nine 
years ago. Yet we have no hesitation in saying that the present mis- 
sion to this country marks a great, though possibly an unconscious, 
and certainly an undesired, advance upon Mr. Burlingame's. To speak 
plainly, Mr. Burlingame’s mission was a sham, and deals in shams. It 
was idle to imagine that it could be otherwie. ‘The traditions of the 
Chinese polity and the rooted beliefs of their social life alike forbid 
the concession of truly representative Powers to a fcreigner. The 
native officials who were joined with Mr. Burlingame in his European 
Embassy were persons of inferior rank and of no remarkable capac: 
The promises of an enlarged and liberal policy which Mr. Burlingatse 
and his colleagues were instructed to make have not been performed ; 
the introduction of European science and letters, on which so much 
atresa waa lnid, was never seriously attempted; the “Imperial Uni- 
versity” at Peking, starved, discouraged, and even subjected to insult, 
has almost perished of inanition and has dwindled to a paltry ele- 
mentary “School of Languages ;” the facilities for the intercourse of 
foreigners with Chinese, though only contested upon technical points, 
are everywhere challenged in spirit and obstructed with ingenious 
trickery by officials, who abhor the whole ystem. The murder of Mr, 
Margary was only a single cxample out of a cast number, though it 
happened to be the most striking, of the antipathy to foreign contact 
which is still the most powerful national feeling in the otlicial Chinese 
mind. 

But it is precisely because thie antipathy existsand is painfully mani- 
feat that the meaning of the new Embassy may be made the founda- 
tion of reasonable hopes. We know how, not by inference, but by 
experience, that the Chinese are not opening their arms, as some san- 
Guine peuple imagined eight years ago, to the ideas and alliunces of the 
‘West. So far as the dispositions and the policy of the Chinese Go- 
vernment and the Chinese officials are concerned we are ns dists 
ever in reality, possibly farther than ever in visible fact, from free in- 
tercourse with China and all its consequences, The most powerful 
personage in the Chinese Empire is at present Li-Himg-Chang, an 
able, sagacious, but very timid Conservative, and his policy is intelli- 
gible enough. He wishes to exclude foreign influences from Chi 
for as possible, and he is not scrupulous aa to the me 
but he is careful to stop short of a collision with the tv 
Powers. The policy of Li-Hung Chang and of the powerful 
Mandarin party which sympathises with him would consent to no 
compromise with the foreigners if it were not that two conclusions 
have itapressed themselves even upon the iost unwilling othcial. 
The first is that the Chinese masses who have been brought into eon- 
tact with European commerce would no longer submit to unmitigated 
measures of exclusion ; and the second is, that the foreigners are too 
masterful to be excluded. The consequence is that, reluctantly, the 
Chinese Government his for the first time determined to send 8 pro- 
perly accredited Envoy to a foreign uation. This is a decisive move- 
ment in advance. The Chinese havo now deliberately stepped within 
the circle of diplomatic intercourse, and have entered upon the respon- 
sibilities of political negotiation through Envoys with full powers. It 
is recognised in China that the Envoys who landed at Southampton 
on Sunilay are representatives of the Imperial Government at Peking 
in a sense altogether different from that in which Mr. Burlingame 
could be said to represent it. 
atisfaction has been expressed at the lack of official signi- 
ficance in the selection of the envoys to England, There does not ap- 
pear to be much ground for criticisin upon this point, No doubt 
Chinese statesmen of higher rank and greater capacity might have 
Deen chosen, but, after all, the business which the Envoys have to 
transact is not of supreme importance. The terms of the settlement 
with the Chinese Government have been fixed by Sir Thomas Wade, 






























































and the duties of the Embassy are rather formal than operative. It 
may be observed, too, that even in this country we do not usually send 
our Premiers and Secretaries of State upon diplomatic missions, save 
upon the rarest and most cri Moreover, without gaug- 
ing very precisely the compurative dignities of Chineve officials, we may 
assume that the chief of the Mission which has just been received in 
London is a personage of oficial rank equal, or nearly so, to 
the majority of European Envoys, Kwoh-Snng-tao is an offi- 
cer of long experience, and, it is said, of pacific and kindly 
disposition towarda foreigners. He was a fellow-countryman and 
an early friend of Tseng-Kwo-fan, in his time the must powerful and 
revered of Chinese statesmen, Throngh this connection, probably, 
Kwoh-Sung-tao rose to high positions. He was Secretary to the Go- 
vernor of ‘Tientsin when the treacherous attack upon the Taku forts 
was planned, and, in apite of his warnings, perpetrated in 1859. After- 
wards he filled the most responsible vtfices beneath the grade of the 
Provincial Governors, and acted for a time as Governor of Kwang- 
tung, the province which has for its capital the great city we call Can- 
ton. He fell into official disgrace for some reason unexplained, and 
during nearly ten years, it seems, he remained in obscurity, but two 
years ago he found his way back to Peking under the patronage of the 
brother of his eminent friend, Tseng-Kw He became Judicial 
Commi: 
office when the Embassy was offered to him. The names of the 
persons and places we have mentioned may be unfamiliar to our 
readers ; but it is not difficult to understand that the provincial 
governorships and judicial commissionerships are the most important 
offices in the official hierarchy of China, The fact that the Chief of 
the Embassy to England has filled all but the highest of these must 
tend to fix the attention of the Chinese people more than might other- 
wise be possible upon this strange and mysterious communion with 
the foreigners. The official and individual characters of the remaining 
members of the Embassy are less important : some, we believe, accuun- 
d Mr. Burlingame's mission, others have been trained in the 
¢ University, and one or more have a certain acquaintance with 
English, But the individual itpressions of Kwoh-Sung-tao will be of 
far greater consequence than the meagre interpretations of his subordi- 
nates, It is worth remembering that rather less than a year ago the 
Chief of the Embassy paid a visit to Mr. Hart, the head of the Chinese 
Customs, and had an interest on with that gentleman upon 
the relations between England and China. Some pvints in thisconversation

is an enemy of warlike preparations, which a year ago were hastened 
ostentatiously by the Chinese Government. Of course, this “ open 
mind" may have merely been assumell for the purpose of ignoring the 
Yunnan difficulty, at that time unsettled. We are bound, however, 
to admit that both Sir Thomas Wade and Mr. Hart—and there are 
probably no two men who know China better—have expressed the 
highest opinion of the Envoy's character. The former calls him “an 
inal and determined man,” and the latter apeaks of his “ honesty, 
clearness of sight, and determinatiun.” It is, at an advantage 
that such a representative of Chinese thought aud feeling should see 
what England is and understand for himse!f what are ber aims in the 
Far East.

An event unprecedented in the history of the relations between China 
and forcign countries has occurred—namely, the arrival of two Chinese 
oflicials of high rank as Ambassadors to the Court of St. James's. The 
Celestial Empire, in a apirit of arrogant ignorance, has always sought 
to avoid any communication with foreigners, but since 1860 it has been. 
found necessary to despatch sevenil imissions to Europe. The envoys 
have, however, been native officials of comparatively inferior rank, with 
the exception of the American, Burlinghame. Moreover, they have in- 
variably been not the representatives of their Sovereign, but merely 
delegates of the Chinese Foreign Department. Naturally, they were 
not received with inuch honour, and their journeys have been produc: 

ive of little good, A change of p at length taken place at 
g, and two Chinese officials of h rank have arrived, direct 
representatives of their Sovereign. That the tission is one of business 
and not of mere form be gathered from the fact that the whole 
staff of the Ambassadors consists of but twelve persons, excluding 
women and attendants, and that everything is to be conducted on an 
economical scale. These nnostentations surroundings of the 
will, however, only hurt the vanity of China, For ourselves, 
object is to inaugurate an honest and liberal polics, and provided that 
such is{the result of the mission, we can well dispense with want of 
splendour, Be: iticant proof that China at last acknow- 
ledges the adv ‘ing us is shown by the rank of the En- 
voys. Coming after the prochimation of Her Majesty at Delhi as Etn- 
press of India, this unheard of con non the part of the Court at 
Peking cannot but wid to our prestige all over the Bust. Iv is not 80. 
long since that British ambassadors to China were subjected to humilia- 
tions, ard now we are the first to obtain from the rulers of that country 
a concession which, grent as it may appear to us, great as it really is, 
seems tothe Chinese themselves still greater. No small credit is 
to Sir Thomas Wade for having thus added a proud page to British 
history. He will have the satisfaction of reflecting that not by brute 
force or intrigue bas his triumph been obtained, but bysimple honesty, 
firmness, and strencth of moral character. Nothing could be more un- 
natural and unsatisfactory than Chinese intercourse with us hitherto. 
Indeed, many amongst them saw that « change was inevitable, and have 
co-operated heartily in bringing it about, Possibly evil might have re- 
sulted from an attempt to hurry the natural course of events, but a 
leaven of enlightenment is now working in China. During the last 
fifteen years our power has been quietly, but with increasing force, im- 
pressed upon them, and the most exclusive conntry in the world is now 
o far fami with ish current history that, as Sir Thomas Wade 
i relates, a high officiat actually quoted the Tichborne ease in proof that 
; judicial investigations were, under the most favourable circumstances, 
dificult, 
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(DATLY TELFGRAPE.) 

To-day we ‘receive two distinguished foreigners, whose arrival in 
this country ranks among the noteworthy events that have happened 
during the present century. For the first time in ita history, the great 
Empire of China bas despatched to a “ barbarian” Power ‘a regularly 
aceredited embassy, such as one potentate sends to another. Hitherto 
all Chinese Envoys who have visited Europe have been subordinate 
officials, and have been accredited in this spirit. Force of circumstances 
has occasionally compelled the Middle Kingdom to hold diplomatic re- 
lations with Western barbarians, But in such cases it was only an 
agent or agents of the Taung-li-Yamen, or Foreign-office at Peking, who 
were sent, not regular Plenipotentiarios of the “Dragon Throne,” with 
credentials signed by the “vermillion pencil” of the “Cousin of the Sun 
and Moon.” In a word, so far as concerns political missions, till to-day 
we have been treated by China as though we were a poor savage feuda- 
tory, like Corea or Annam. Now we are recognised as being worthy of 
something better, and for the first time in the history of the world the 
great empires of the East and West, under whose sway more than half 
the ‘human race live in orderly organisation, mect on terms of equality 
and, diplomatically speaking, give each other the right hand of fel- 
lowehip. These are truly the days of “motion and march,” when events 
move with an electric rapidity which we ourselves, living in their 
midst, can scarcely estimate with exactitude. Not more than a year 
agoa singularly acute observer of Chinese life, Mr. Walter Willinm 
Mundy, in his instructive and picturesque work on “Canton and the 
Bogue,” told us that, after two hundred years of intercourse, our 
efforts to break through the phlegm of the Chinaman have only been 
rewarded with partial success, “We are,” said Mr. Mundy, still 
“looked upon as intruders ; weare only permitted to remain on su(fer- 
ance ; and whether the future will bring any improvement in these re- 
spects is more than the most sanguine of us can answer entisinctorily.” 
Yet that the future—and within a few brief months, too, after the 
publication of Mr. Mundy’s excellent work—has brought about a 
marked improvement in our relations with China ia a fact to which the 
arrival in London of an Embassy formally accredited by the Court of 
Peking bears most emphatic testimony. Some hasty and superficial 
critics were inclined to carp at the Cliefoo Treaty negotiated’ by Sir 
Thomas Wade last September because he did not insist on avenging 
‘Mr. Margary’s murder in a sufficiently bloodthirsty manner. They 
must surely now be convinced that our Ambassador's humane craft 
ought not to be confounded with complaisant weakness. By obstinately 
clamouring fortheexecution of suspected and possibly guilty tools of high 
officials beyond his reach, Sir Thomas Wade wouid not have brought 
back the dead to life. He would merely have failed to achieve what 
has baffled the skill of every British Envoy for the best part of a cen- 
tury—the opening up of direct diplomatic relations between the Courts 
of St. James's and Peking. In accomplishing this splendid diplomatic 
triumph, one which formally procures for his Sovereign what has 
hitherto been denied—a formal recognition of her equality as a Poten- 
tate by the Imperial Court of China—Sir Thomas Wado has nobly 
vindicated the wise moderation which distinguished his singularly 
successful policy. The better class of the Chinese officials, in- 
deed, bad long been in favour of conducting the business of the 
Toung-li-Yamen, or Bureau of Forcign Affairs, in a rational man- 
ner. They had often urged the Ministry to cease treating with all 
the great Western Powers on the “foreign devil" theory of diplomacy. 
‘They more than once had hesonght the Imperial Court to recognise the 
fact that Great Britain and the other Powers were not vassals of the 
Dragon Throne, that their Ambassadors were not mere tribute-bearers 
or homage-otferers. They had frequently demonstrated that it was no 
longer possible to avoid sending Embassies from the Peking Court to 
‘Western Monarchs—Embassies wo accredited as to directly recognise 
the diplomatic equality of Potentates who, though “ barbarians,” had 
still the power to thunder both their deaires and demands through the 
iron throats of rifled cannon. No doubt had the skill and tact of Sir 
Thomas Wade, in settling the Yunnan affair, not averted war, had he 
not persuaded the Prince of Kung to sign the Treaty of Chefoo in 
September, these liberal aspirations would have been checked, perhaps 
for an indefinite period. By that Convention, however, our Ambaasador 
not only obtained satisfactory reparation for Mr. Margary's inurder, but 
he succeeded in geiting formal expression given to the project for 
opening direct diplomatic intercouse between the Chinese Emperorand 
Her Britannic Majesty 

Of course it is impossible to say what beneficial resulta may not be 
produced by this new Chinese Mission to England. Naturally we all 
hope that it will break down the firm barrier of abhorrent contempt 
for Europeans which bas isolated China for 2,000 years from the rest of 
the world. We cannot reganl with indifference any step in auch a 
direction at atime when our trade with this Empire of mystery is 
worth something like forty millions sterling a year. When the leaders 
of the official class, under the influence of better acquaintance with 
strange countries and governments, get rid of their aversion to foreign 
intercourse, a great point will be gained : for most intelligent. travel 
lers in the “Flowery Land” say that the people themselves have no 
hostile feeling to us. Indeed, they seem only too eager to trade with 
us, and make a profit out of the business, if their priests and rulers 
would only let them. ‘These hopeful individuals, however, are partand 
‘parcel of what is culled the “social system” of the Empire, and by keep- 
ing it unchanged they fancy they promote its interests along with cheir 
own, To them the sum total of political wisdom is embodied in the 
French maxim, “Heureux le peuple dont l'histoire est ennuyeuse.” Un- 
alterable monotony and rigid isolation from all foreign influences scem 
to them the best means of attaining political felicity and worldly com- 
fort. But the old order is changing even in China. It was once a 
capital crime to emigrate from the Empire. Now there is no continent 
save Europe into which the Chinese lavourer has not pushed his way. 
At one time no Western Envoy could look on the countenance of the 
Emperor and live. Now European Ambassadors havea right to speak 
face to face with the “Son of Heaven,” who, in the meantime, is a 
very small boy, under the tutelage of his Imperial grandmammas, and, 
ag we all know, neither party has been a bit the worse for it, An 



































“outer barbarian,” De Quincey, sid that if he were compelled to live 
in China he should go mad. He wrote with his mind permeated by a 
deep sense of the stolid intolerant exclusiveness, the terrible unvarying 
monotony, the hopelessly unsympathetic mode of life characteristic of 
what in his day was thought to be a civiliaation unchangeable even in 
its effeteness. Perhaps if he were alive now—if he saw Celestial emi- 
grants pouring in myriads into our colonies—if he saw their ports one 
after the other gradually opening their gates for the reception of our 
wares—if he «aw Chinese Envoys directly representing their august 
Emperor at European Courts, and peradventure quaffing a loving cup 
with the Lord Mayor himself, he might be inclined to modify the hope- 
less melancholy with which he regurded the future of the Middle King- 
dom. It may be that the hoary age of the race has eradicated all 
ity and potency of youth from the four hundred millions of 
viduals who now represent it. Perhaps the experience of another 
century may confirm the “Opium-eater's” impression thet a “young 
Chinaman was but an antediluvian man revived.” But hopefulness is 
one of the cardinal virtues of a wise practical policy. And it is our 
duty to believe that the closer relations which are now established be- 
tween Great Britain and China, that her voluntary participation in the 
free and fraternal comity of Western nations, are signs indicating that 
she has fairly and with no faltering footsteps at last entered on the 
broad path of progress. If the administration of China were once 
freed from corruption ; if the Court were relieved from the pestilence 
of back-door intrigue, which saps the authority of the best Ministers 
in all Eastern countries, there is no reason why the Celestial Empire 
should not advance. Her despotism is more enlightened than that of 
Russia; it has ever rested on the great principle that men must be 
ruled by moral agency, and not by physical force. Imperfectly as its 
rulers may have carried out this idea, they have ever striven to do it, 
and there is, as a matter of fact, really nothing in a civilisation, no 
matter how stiffly it may be constructed, permanently incompativle 
with progress, so long as it is based on this grand vivifying principle. 


THE TEA CONFERENCE. 
The Standard gives the following on the above subject :— 


The late Conference on Tea has attracted less attention than it de- 
served. It object was announced to be for the purpose of testing criti- 
cally the merits of various improvements which have been made or 
proposed in the art of treating teas for the market, and of preparing 
infusions, of discussing the question of fixing the standard or testing- 
points of tea, and of taking such steps as might be deemed necessary 
for the destruction of spurious teas now in bond and for the prevention 
of their importation for the future, and generally for placing the trade 
on a more satisfactory basis. To suppose that in the time devoted to 
the Conference all these topics could have been exhausted would be to 
suppose an impossibility. Only the fringe, s0 to speak, of several 
aspects of the tea question could possibly be touched on ; while it may 
be observed, without any disrespect to the gentlemen present, that the 
Conference could hardly be considered as sufficiently representative, or 
commercially or scientifically weighty enough to speak with very grent 
authority. “A resolution, however, was passed for the election of “a 
mixed committee of tea experts, scientific gentlemen, and representa- 
tives of the general public, to carry out the foregoing objects, and 
report fully thereon.” If the constitution of this committee be com- 
prehenaive and judicious, and sufficient. time be expended in consider- 
ing the various points submitted to it, its report will be anticipated 
with interest, and some practical good may result from it. 

Aswe can no more fully deal with the whole question of tea ina 
limited space than the Conference did in a limited time, we must con- 
tent ourselves with some brief remarks in reference to one or two of the 
points raised, And first as toadulterated or spurioustea, and the power 
the present Food and Drugs Act to prevent its importation and to check 
mulpractices in the trade at home. As is usual at conferences, when 
evils are declaimed against their extent is never made too light of for 
want of the use of the rhetorical figure of hyperbole. That large quan- 
tities of bad tea have found their way into the English market of late 
years, and that various forms of adulteration and fraudulent manipula- 
tion have been practised at home, is well known, At the same time 
there has been no little exaggeration on the subject. There is every 
reason, too, to believe thatsince the passing of the Food and Drugs Act 
in 1875 the importation of bad tea hus very sensibly diminished, as aleo 
malpractices in this country after tea has left the bonded warejouses. 
The Provisions Act, as regards tea, catne into operation on the Int of 
January, 1876, and at that time there were nearly 107 millions 
of pounds in’ the bonded warehouses of the United Kingdom 
which were not subject to the special Customs inspection under 
the Act just mentioned. No small quantity of this still remains 
in bond, and thongh subject to seizure under the general opera- 
tion of the Food and Drugs Act, more or less of the bad tea belonging 
to this old stock goes into consumption, The Conference very reason- 
ably asked that this stock should also be made subject to inspection 
and the bad ten at once destroyed. If this were done all the tea in bond 
for the future would, to a certain extent, have the official émprimatur 
of genuineness on it, though, of course, it must be remembered that 
unless this inspection is made more thorough than is now the case 
under the Act some questionable consignments might pass muster. It 
appears, too, that the demand for the class of tea generally known as 
“green,” and most subject to adulteration in a way injurious to health, 
is steadily decreasing, and the importation consequently diminishing; 
while large quantities of it still in bond are from time to time sent to 
a certain establishment in the suburbs to have the “facing” taken off, 
such “facing,” under the Food and Drugs Act, being held to constitute 

n “impurity.” Onr chief danger in this matter probably lies in the 
tampering with tea after it passes out of the merchant's hand; and 
unless the Act eventually proves a better protection for the public 
against the adulterators than it seems to have done against fraudulent 
milkmen and buttermen, we shall still have to put up with a great deal 
‘of questionable tea. But our fears even in this respect aro not 
very serious, for the adulterition of tea in this country is 
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very limited, and really on the decrease. ‘I'o adulterate or manu- 
facture spurious tea is a fine art not attainable by many. ‘The 
most reasonable complaint tea drinkers have to make, and probably 
will have to make for some time to come, is that their tea is poor and 
flavourless, They are themselves partly to blame for the quantity of 
poor tea which goes into consumption. ‘They forget that there are 
almost as mauy classes of tea os there are of wine, and that if they 
insist on cheap tea they will get poor tea. Even rich and well-to-do 
people shrink from giving a high price for their tea; and so few are 
there who will pay a first-class price for a first-clasa article, that even 
when they want it they can hardly get it; the cream of the Chinese tea 
crop going to Russia, because there iy no market for it ia this country. 
It has been said that not ove tea-drinker out of a hundred has ever 
tasted a really first-rate cup of tea in this country. A further ground 
for complaint is in reference to the retail prices of tea charged by some 
grocers—a puint briefly alluded to at the Conference, Ax a mie, an 
ordinary grocer prefers dealing in a low-priced article, and he makes 
an enormous profit on it, often selling tea at two shillings and aixpence 
and three shillings per 1b, which with theduty did not cost him much 
above half that money. How to remedy such a state of things is a 
difficult question. It would almost seem that there is a kind of under- 
standing among dealers in certain articles to keep up retail prices out 
of all reasonable proportion to their original cust. 

Another subject of considerable importance in connection with the 
treatment of tea—namely, its consolidation or compression—was intro- 
duced at the Conference ; but here again limited time prevented its 
receiving the discussion it deserved. What was sid was atrongly in 
favour of the principle of consolidation, A sample of consolidated tea 
was exhibited by the proprietors of the patent machinery used in the 
process in the Fnod Section of the Exhibition at South Kensington in 
1872, but for some reason or other the ter did not receive the at- 
tention which the novelty of the principle and the claims made ns. to 
ita results might have led one to expect. Perhaps, too, the suspicion 
at once suggested itself that the consvlidation of tea would afford a 
further opening for the working-up of an adulterated and refuse article. 
‘The process consists in applying to loose tea an enormous pressure, 
every quarter of a pound being subjected to no less a weight than 
of from seventy to eighty tons, which compresses it to within one- 
third of its original bulk, forming it into a bar or block, marked 
by notches or depressions into divisions of half an ounce exch, The 
effect of this pressure is to thoroughly break up the fibre of the 
leaves, and to open the small cells, which have been dosed in 
the process of drying abroad, and which are not thoroughly 
opened by the action of builing water after the ordinary method 
of infusion, The practical reault is that the consolidated or com- 
pressed tea will give, after ordinary infusion, a liquor from 40 to 
50 per cent. stronger than locse or uncompressed, tea. High-class teas 
will show even a higher per centage, though it dees not seem to be 
generally known that such teas in their ordinary dried stato require a 
longer time for the extraction of their soluble matter than those of a 
low price. ‘This result of compression, it is alleged, can be tested by 
any one, even without the paraphernalia used and exact care exercised 
by professional tea tasters and testers, and it wil be found that a com- 
pressed tea will give, after five minutes’ ordiuary infusion, as strong a 
liquor as the same weight of the same tea after boiling for five hours, 
Here, then, is a claim on behalf of a certain method of dealing with 
tea which detmnds special attention, as in its practical aspect it repre- 
sents x saving of from 40 to 50 per cent. to every tea consumer, But 
it may Le suid that any extraction of suluble matter from tea beyond 
that obtained by ordinary infusion is not desimble, and that the 
extra quantity of “theine” and aromatic oil obtained from com: 
presse] tea causes a deterioration of flavour, and is even injurious 
as supplying too much of the stimulative clement. The alleged 
practice’ of the Chinese of only infusing their tea for a few 
seconds and then pouring off the liquor might also be urged against 
the use of consolidated’ tea. In answer to this last’ objection 
it may be simply said that the practice alluded to is by no 
means so comtnon as ix supposed, and as the Chinese, generally speak- 
ing, only uso the laf in ite undried or semi-dried state, it dues not 
follow that the practice of a momentary infusion would be applicable 
to fully-dried tea, ‘The first-named objection opens the very wide 
question of the chemistry of tea, and its physivlogical etter 
human aystem—too wide a one tu discuss here. 
on oll hands not to be a“ nutriment,” but a stimulant, which derives its 
special properties from the “ theine," it seems to follow that the more 
theine we can extract from: it the better inan economic point of view, 
and the strength of tea can always be regulated by the very simple 
expedient of “watering down.” Moreover, a3 a matter of taste, most 
of the best judges of tea in this country do not held that the shorter 
the time allowed for infusion the better the favour of tea ; and, as 
has already been intimated, the higher the class of tea the longer 
is the time required to extract its soluble matter, Another 
advantage claimed for consolidated tea is the fact that the pro- 
cess exposes adulterition, or the use of spmivus tea, even to 
unskilled eyes, and intallibly so to experts, The enornons pres 
sure used at once brings “ facings,” colouring matter, and other so- 
Juble impurities to the surface, and reveals at once to the naked eye 
“filings,” grit, and other “ fureign substances" which inay happen to be 
on the surface of the compressed biocks, ws these will 1 
with the tea, ‘Thus the process of conwlidation, so far from giving an 
opportunity for the use of adulterated or spurious tea is said to be pr 
tically a protection against it, A still farther asivantage in consolic 
tea consists in the fact that it retaius ite properties mach longer th: 
ordivary tea, ‘The latter even inchests, which are never really i: 
detcriofutes iinmensely in two years, and at the end cf three years h. 
generally speaking, lost nearly one-half its strength by the evaporatis 
Of its essential vils. It stands to reason that consolidated tea must to 
& great extent obviate this, and a proof that it dues so is fonnd in the 
fact that the consolidated tea which was supplied to. the troops 
in the Ashantee expedition in 1873, though only wrapped in paper, 
shows, from testing some of the samples which were brought back 


































































































































from Africa, that no practical deterioration has as yet taken place. If 
wrapped in tin foil it is probable that no material change would take 
place in consolidated tea for a great number of years. Consolidated 
tea was supplied to the recent Arctic expedition, and gave the greatest 
satisfaction ; and it ia by no means improbable that before long the 
process will be applied to all tea for the nse of the ariny and navy. 
Other cliiuns are also advanced on behalf of this method of treating tea 
for instance, that of convenienca of carriage, recognising which the 
Canadian Government last year purchased a supply for the use of their 
mounted police in the western provinces and for the police of the in- 
terior, But we have said enough to show that this aspect of the treat- 
ment of tea is well deserving of the fullest inquiry ; and it is to be 
hoped that the select committee appointed by the Conference will give 
special attention to and thoroughly investigate the claims put forward 
by the advocates of tea consolidation, 

Almont numberless other questions in connection with tea require 
further discussion and elucidation, rome of which were not touched on 
at the Conference—that, for instance, of blending or mixing teas, and 
the value of Indian teas for this purpese. The importance of Indian 
teas us a source of national wealth can hardly be over-estimated, while 
their intrinsic value is every year becoming more fully recognised. In 
1863 the money value of Indian tea imported into this country only 
reached £2,500,000 ; in three years it had doabled ; in 1875 it had 
rexched the immense figure of £25,500,000 ; while the total for the 
past year represents something like £28,000,000. But as Indian teas 
are not suitable to the English palate when used simply, the further 
question of the propriety of allowing teas to be mixed “tin bond” is well 
worth consideration, as a convenience which might reasonably be con- 
ceded to merchants and us a benefit to the consuming public. ‘The sub- 
ject of tea would also bear much further discussion in its chemical and 
physivlogical aspect than it has already received, though no inconsider- 
able investigation has already been expended in this direction, It 
has been accepted aa a national bevenige, even more national now 
it might almost be said than beer, and therefore it would be simply 
childish to discus the abstract question of the propriety of its use. 
For even if it could be shown scientitically to be injurious, it is not 
likely that any diminution of its consumption would ensue, It is eutti- 
cient to know that tea, though it may be shown to be a “ poison,” 
like tobacco, takes a long time in killing any one, ‘There is, however, 
much we have still to learn of a practical character as to its effects. 
Again, further definite knowledge asto the best way of keeping tea, aud. 
still more na to the best ways of infusing it in the stute we now have it, 
as to the kind of water to be used and how to use it, and as to the kind 
of teapots, too, best culeulated to further the object desired —a good cap 
of tea, in most desirable; while a variety of other questions of detail 
reqnire still further elucidation. Though we are @ nation of tea drinkers 
(the importa of last year approximating to 200,000,000 Ibs.), there is much 
prevailing ignorance as to the article we so freely use. — Must women 
would doubtless repudiatethisaecuration, forasevery Englishman credits 
himself with being a good judge of a horse and a glass of wine, so every 
Englishwoman prides herself on her judgment as to ta and her know- 
ledge of dealing with it, Still, the fact remains that there is much 
yet to be learnt as to “ Tea and How to Use it.” 























THE TRADE OF JAPAN. 

The Commercial Reports from Her Majesty's Consuls in Japan 
for the year 1875 have been issued from the Foreign-otlice. The 
Reports are summed up by Sir Harry Parkes in’a despatch to 
Lord Derby, dated July ‘18, 1576, in which the subjuiued 
observations occur 

I have the honour to place before your Lordship the usual summary 
of the foreign trate of Japan for the year 1873, compiled from the 
Consular Returns of Trade for that year which have already been 
forwarded to your Lordship, The resalt showa that the imports 
amounted to $29,457,067, or an increase of nearly 22 per cent. on 
those of 1874, and the exporta to $18,014,890, or a decreaso of nearly 
10 per cent. on those of 1874. It must not, however, be hastily 
ssutned that the import trade with Japan is ineressing to the extent 
that these figures might be supposed to denote, or that the produetive 
power of the country is on the decline, It is well known that a large 
proportion of the foreign goods included in these returns has been sold 
at a loss to the importers, and that although the production of Ja- 
panese silk and tea in 1875 exceeded in quantity that of previous 
years, it was exported at lower values, ‘The following table shows that 
four years the total foreign trade of Japan has fluctuated between 
$14,000,000 and $50,000,000, and that the aggregate of the year 1373 
is $3,000,000 less than that of 1872. 
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gous,

‘The trade in cotion manufactures is stewlier thin that in woolle 
but exhibits a tendency to declive, Ln 1972 it was 31 
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in 1873 $9,793,488, in 1874 $9,108,750, and in 1875 $3,974, 037. | 
In 1875 the importation of shirtings fell to 47,637,309 yards, 
valued at $2,626,723, the imports of 1874 having been 65,442,004 
yards, valued at $3,736,628. This decrease, however, was nearly com- 
peneated for by increased importations of cotton yarn, which rose from 
104,904 picuis, valued at $3,575,554 in 1874, to 137,253 piculs, valued at 
$4,057,840 in 1875, and by a large demand for cambrics, chintzes, imi- 
tation ‘satins or Italian cloths, velvets, &c., amounting to more than 
$300,000 in excess of the value of similar imports in 1874. 

‘The decrense in the value of exports is common to all articles of Ja- 
panese produce, with the exception of coal and enmphor. But although 
the two staple articles of silk and tea exhibit a decrease in value—the 
former of $118,376, and the latter of $876,552—the quantities exported 
have increased. Thus, according to the returns, 9,809 piculs, or 
1,307,945 Ibs. of silk were exported in 1874, and 11,813 piculs, or 
1,575,081 Ibs. in 1875. 194,481 piculs, or 25,930,800 lbs., 
were exported in 1874 70 piculs, or 28,382,666 Ibs., in 
1875. 












YOKOHAMA. 

Consul Robertson reports that the value of the trade for 18 
was as follows:—Imports $21,953,909, exports $12,466,730, 
showing a total of $34,420,639, which is an increase of 
y 68, upon the value of the trade of the preceding year. 
In impoits :—Cotton manufactures exhibit an increase of 
$207,351 ; woollens an increase of $1,656,719; mixed cotton

tea a decrease of $29,899, Consul Robertson supplements the 
above statistics with the following comments :— 

In my summary for 1874 I had to chronicle a diminution in the 
import trade of this port as compared with 1873 of 2,819,460 dollars, 
and the above figures show that the trade has quite recovered itself, 
being 5,237,611 dollars in excess of the import trade of 1874, and 
2,418,151 dollars in excess of that of 1 aking into consideration 
the fact that the value -y mnch 
Tower during the past lyed that so far ws the 
elasticity of the trade is concerned the above figures are by no means 
discouraging. 1t does not, however, always follow that a profitable trade 
results fiom an increased importation, and I amstill induced to believe 
“that the nutber of merchants here continues to bring about active and 
very serious competition; moreover, the fact of so many commercial 
disasters having occurred in the China and Japan trade shows that 
profits have dwindled duwn almost to nothing, whilst losses areat tines 
‘very heavy. 

‘The successively declining rates in the home markets for all classes 
of textile fabrics during the last. year have naturally had their effect 
here, and when the depreciation’ in the value of silver, which, of 
course, affects the remittances made from here, is considered, the fall 
in guods has been a very serious one. Most of the merchants here 
endeavour to sell at the best rate obtainable on arrival, but ina limited 
market like this euch a course is, I fear, very difficult, and at tines 
probably impossible. As those interested in’ the trade know better 
than I do the large difference in press ruling at the close of 1874 com- 
pared with those in 1875, it would serve no good purpose in a report 
Of this nature to go into detailed particulars, There is no donbt that 
goods have been bought on a lower basis, but nut sufticiently so to 
come out without loss. 
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NAGASAKI. 

Consul Flowers reports that a comparison of the trade of this 
Port in 1875 with that of 1874 shows a decrease of $533, 
the total value of imports and exports being $3,684,393 in 1575, 
against $4,217,965 in 1s74. As regards imports, a great decrease 
in both cotton and woollen goods is appareut, the import of these 
staples having steadily declined since 1872, and this decrease is 
very inadequately counterbalanced by a slight increase in the 
importation of mixed cotton and woollen manufactures. Cousul 
Flowers says :— 

‘The import trade has continued to show very unsitisfactory results. 
‘The competition between the Mitsu-bishi Company (native) and the 
Pacific Mail Company has kept freights very low for the greater part 
of the year. ‘hie has enabled the native merchants to buy their 
goods in the larger markets, where, it is presumed, a better selection 
may be obtained, and to bring their purchases down to this part of the 
country at a nominal expense. Another cause of the dull state of 
affairs is to be traced to the fact that a number of the smaller Chinese 
merchants have taken to eelling piece goods in very small quantities 
(of six or ten pieces at a time) to the country people. It is natural to 
infer that this course has materially interfered with the trade of the 
native dealers, It has prevented them trum buying except in small 
quantities. 

The export trade of the twelve months Mr. Flowers considers 
on the whole to have been tolerably satisfactory. Though the 
total values do not show an increase ($2,159,303 in 1875, against 
$2,342,799 in 1874), the yield of some of the principal articles 
of produce has manifestly increased. 

‘he report concludes with the observation that no amelioration 
is likely to take place in trade until the communication with the 
interior has been improved.

Mr. Woolley sums up his Report as follows :— 

The most important foreign imports, it will be seen, are iron, sugar, 
and cotton yarn, Over $90,00C worth of iron has been imported in 
the peried mentioned. Round iron and nail rod are most largely im- 
ported. At Tsubnme there is a large nail manufactory, and great skill 
is shown by the workmen, Round iron is chiefly uxed in the manu- 
facture of broziera and handles of drawers, &. Sheet iron is but 
slightly used, except for stove pipea, and bar iron is not imported at 
all. Over $40,000 worth of dried fish was imported from Hadokate, and. 
over $40,000 worth of aalt from Kamii, near Osaka, Only a trifling 
quantity of kercsene oil (petroleum lamps being used in the houses 
and streets) and vegetable wax is imported. The principal export is 
rice. 

‘The population of Ni-igata is abcut 34,000, and it contains a floating 
population of about 10,000, The population of the whole ken in 1874 
is put down at 1,388,353, of whom 696,731 are men, and 691,622 
women.

The falling off has Leen confined ulinost exclusively to cotton fabrics, 
‘otton yarn shows a decrease in value of $200,000, shirtings of 
50,000, and raw cotton of $135,000 ; in fi the deliveries of all 
iptions of cotton imports show a large fulling-off when compared 
with the previous year, while an increase in the deliveries of lustres, 
cloth, mousselines de laine, china figures, and flannels may be noted, 
the import of all other woollen manufactures has decreased. Lt is im- 
possible, however, to ascertain with uny correctness, from the sources 
of information within foreign reach, how far the figures quoted repre- 
sent the value of the trade at these ports. The numerous steamers now 
running under the Japanese flag between Osaka and Yedo doubtless 
bring down quantities of foreign goods, and it is possible, therefore, 
that the cousumption of European fabrics in this district may have 
equalled, if not exceeded, that of last year, notwithstanding the fact 
that a smaller quantity ‘has actually ‘passed through the hands of 
foreign merchants at this port. The falling off in the imports ia, in 
reality, not as large as it would app2ar, 

With regard to the export trade, Mr. Annesley writes as fol- 
lows .— 

The total value of exports for 1875, exclusive of treasure, is esti- 
mated at $3,092,405, against $5,751,155 for the previous year, showing 
the remarkable decrease of $2,658,750, so that the increase in value 
gained in 1874 has been lost in 1875. This is attributable to a decline 
in the value of tea, the entire suspension of the export of rice, and a 
considerable falling off besides in the shipment of all miscellaneous 
produce. The total export of tea for 1875 was 7,649,020 Ibs., aguinst 
7,091,165 Ibs, in 1874, Although the quantity was slightly in excess 
of the previous year, the value, in consequence of a decline in price, 
shows a deficiency of $856,921. Of the above quantity 10,050 Ibs. were 
shipped to London, 16,200 lbs, to Canada, 6,139,030 lbs. to the United 
States direct, and 1,483,740 Ibs. coastwise to Yokobama. It will thus 
be observed that the total direct foreign export was less than in 1874, 
buta large proportion of the tea to Yokohama was prepared here for 
shipment, and is included in the foreign export thence, merely for the 
In 
addition to the exports by foreigners, large quantities of tea have beon 




















































sent forward by native merchants to Yokohama for sale upon that 
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market, no reliable statistics of which can be obtained. The actual 
product of the district is, therefore, very much larger than is shown by 
the export figures, 

‘The serious falling off in the value of the foreign export trade of 
this district is a subject well worth the attention of the native Govern- 
ment, affecting as it does the revenue of the country as well as the 
proeperity of its inhabitants, The purchasing powers of the latter 
are already sensibly impaired, and unless some change fur the better 
takes place will speedily bestill further diminished. There is no reason 
why the production of copper, catnphor, tobacco, wax, and other articles, 
for which a ready market exists in Europe, should not, under favour- 
able circumstances, be largely increased, and rillions of acres of waste 
land be thus made to contribute to the wealth of the country.

STUDENT INTERPRETERS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Six,—Permit me to endorse the remarks which you make in 
raising a warning voice to the young Scots aud others whom 
“J.S. D.” recommends to learn Chinese as a means of obtaining 
appointments abroad. Iam one of a large number now to be found 
part in China and part at home, who have, at cousiderable trouble 
and no little expense, acquired a fair knowledze of Chinese—such, 
in fact, as with one or two years’ study, with thestimulus of a prac- 
tical object in view, could’ be turned to useful account; but unfor- 
tunately I am only toowell aware that the Government here would 
not think of giving me any appointment, if I wished it, either 
for Singapore, Hong Kong or China, but prefer to engage men 
who know nothing of China or Chinese, and to trust to their 
picking up the requisite knowledge on being sent out as student 
interpreters. This policy—wh 
lowed by the Chinese Imperial Customs—deprives the Govern- 
ment of the services of many good men, who might be secured 
either here or in China itself, and also withdraws about the only 
incentive which exists, except in one or two exceptional cases, t 
the study of what is proverbially the hardest and most unin- 
viting language in the world.

the new Parliament, has now almost entirely disappeared, and public 
life has again resumed its usual quiet aspect. This, howe is not 
the case in our neighbouring city of Altona, where the whole election 
battle will have to be fought over again, as the} candidate who was 












elected there has been also returned for Berlin, and has declared to sit | 


for the latter city. Both parties are once more equally active to secure 
the victory for their candidate, and it is to he feared that the Socialists 
having been already victorious, will also carry the second election. 
Regarding the elections all over Germany, it may be briefly stated 
that the new Parliament will contain a sufficient majority of 
Prince Bismark’s followers; but at the same time it cannot be 
denied that the revolutionary parties during the last three years havo 
gained so much ground as to greatly endanger the existence of the pre- 
sent order of things. The leaders of the Socialists in Denmark have 
laid the foundation of a Socialist colony in the United States, so as to 
give practical proof of the great blessings of their new doctrine. ‘The 
State of Kansas, in the centre of the Union,and one of the most wild 
and least cultivated territories, has been selected to be the scene of 
this new heaven on earth. 

‘The time for the annual meetings of the several joint-stock establish- 
ments existing here, such as steamship companies, banks, bre 
&c., is noy approaching, and it may be stated that as fx 
the past year has been far more remunerative and successful than was 
at one time anticipated—several companies which were expected to 
pay little or no dividend being able to divide a very respectable sum 
among their shareholders, On the whole, business seems to be freeing 
itself from the hazardous and over-speculative tone which bad charac: 
terised commercial afftirs for along period. The Coumerce and Dis- 
count Bank declares a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent, per annurn, 
and calls its shareholders to meet on the 29th inst.; the Verein Kk 
proposes a dividend of 10 per cent. for 1876, and the annual meeting 
of the shareholders is fixed for the 27th inst.; the Waaren Credit An- 
shalt intends to distribute 12 per eent. for the past year, aud calls its 
shareholders for the 30th inst.; the Maklerbank declares a dividend of 
94 per cent., and has fixed its meeting for the 23th inst. 

‘The steamer Saxonia, recently reported as stranded on the Island of 
Heligoland, has not proved a total loss, as was anticipated, but has been 
got off by the aid of an English salvage steamer, the Enterprise, of 
Liverpool, and arrived yesterday in the river, This casnalty has proved 
very profitable to the poor islanders, as the sum paid to them by th 
underwriters for saving the cargo amounts to no less than £4,500, 
which is to be distributed amongst all the inabitants of the island. 
This wind-fall will be the more welcome to thew, as the last bathing- 
season at the island was far behind those of former years, notwith- 
standing the most diligent exertions of the present Governor to keep 
up the reputation of his small territory up to the same level as when the 
pharo-bank was existing there. 

During the year 1876, 626 vessels, with 209,144 T.R. of merchandise,

The cattle plague having broken out in Altona the Imperial as well 
as the local authorities have ordered a thorough inspection to be made 
of all cattle brought to our market. Th export to Great Britain and 
other places ubroad is therefore very much restricted. The plague is 
also reported to be raging near Breslau, in the province of Silesia, as 
well ag in Berlin, and several hundreds of cattle have already been 
killed in order to save the rest. In Altona the disease has only been 
observed in one stable in which were pliced some cattle from Silesia, 
aud it therefore appears very probable that the plague has been intro- 
duced from that province. 

At Berlin a conference has been held for the revision of the rule of 
the road at sea. ‘The greater part of the new English code of rules has 
been accepted, but at the sume time it has been declared that these 
rules can only prove of real benefit when made international and 
obligatory upon all seafaring nations. It is expected therefore that 
measures to bring this about will soon be taken by our Governinent.

The Senate spent only two days in the discussions of the seversi 
Budgets, which were carried almost unanimously, The debate brought 
out nothing of interest, the only arguments being repetitions of those 
brought forward in the Second Chamber, The Rotterdam Canal to the 
sea, a miserable failure, which has cust millions of florins, was the 
principal plat of the Parliamentary menu, Several members urged the 
necessity that dredging machines be employed to improve the depth 
of this canal, The Minister promised that all possible means should 
be adopted, and, indeed, it is necessary that something should be under- 
taken, as upon the result hangs the “to be ornotto be” of Rotterdam. 
| Mr. Heemskerk was less indulgent towards Amsteram, when some mem- 
Vers of the Senate asked that something shonld be done in order to im- 
prove the communication Ly water Letween the capital and the Rhine. 
Upon the Budgetof the Naval Department, and that of Finance, nothing 
was said which needs to be reproduced. Important, however, was the 
declaration of Mr. Alting Mees, Minister of the Colonial Department, 
that it was the duty of the State to interfere vigorously and most 
powerfully regarding tho Colony of Surinaun, in order to prevent its 
further decay. ‘The State must in the first place guarantee the in- 
terest of a loan, and secondly immigration must be organised, and en- 
couraged, The Minister promised to co-operate as much ag possible in 
any project to improve the condition of the Colony. The Budget of 
War was carried by a larger majority than for some years past. A 
good many members, however, protest: inst the enormously large 
sums which are expended every year tu improve our means of defence, 
while the results are so small. In his answer the Minister demon- 
strated that it is the first duty of every patriot to take care for the 
national defence, and that it is not his fault that so much is 
spent for this purpose. Only one remark was made about the Colo- 
nial Budget. Mr. Duymaer Van Twist observed that it would be pra- 
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dent to take note of the remarks which were made about the new har- 
dour in the vicinity of Batavia, and that it perhaps would be wise not 
to continue for the present the construction of this public work. The 
Minister, however, said that it cannot be stopped, because all the pre- 
patory measures have been taken. 

The First Chamber broke up on the 20th inst. It is said that the 
members of the Second Chamber will return to the Hague on the 15th 
of next month. Of course the Lower Class Education Bill will then 
become thy topic of public interest, and it seems that the discussion 
thereon will be 80 protracted'that there is little chance of the Bill being 
carried hefore the month of June, when the genenil elections must take 
place. Even amongst the Liberals a great diversity of opinion prevails 
about this question, so that it will be very diilicult to come to an 
agreement.

Ay action arising out of damage to cargo, brought on behalf of Messrs. 
Wyllie and Co., of Leadenhall-street, and Messrs. O. Tyne and Co., of 
Bremen, agaiust Giovanni Dapuelo, of Genoa, the owner of the Pieve 
Superiore, a barqute of 671 tons register, has been tried by the Admi- 
ralty Division of the High Court of Justice. On the part of the plain- 
tiffs it was contended that the causes of the mischief to the cargo were, 
first, insufficient dunnage ; and, eecondly, that at Rangoon the bags of 
rice had been cut, and their contents scattered over the ventilators. 
After hearing the evidence, the Court held that the plaintitfs’ case 
was not proved, and gave judgment for the defendants,
